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PREFACE. 


The following Letters—with two except ions—were written about 
(ire years ago. Travel and pressing dudes long delayed their 
publication; whilst the desolating insurrection of ilie past twenty 
months, spreading its leaden pull over the face of the country— 
carrying bereavement to countless homes—'and banishing nearly 
every thought but that of the one terrible drama—the nil-absorbing 
romance of reality around, in which every Christian seemed called 
upon to play some part, however petty or remote, may well tie suit- 
posed to have extinguished for the time nearly all Interest in any 
subjects less exciting than the alarms-—the carnage, and the din of 
wur. Rut the hydra-spirit of Revolt is now crushed;—“ Rebellion 
is rebuked —faint and more faint becomes the sound of strife— 
hushed by the gentle tones of womanly and royal mercy. Return¬ 
ing peace, with Spring’s “ethereal mildness," now resumes her 
wonted smile,—and like the loosened Dove of old, in search of 
resting for its feet—alights once more on our deserted plains, to 
“make fair weather in this blustering land." 

Thus protected and encouraged, and tnistitez to the liberality of 
his Queen’s “ Amnesty " to include free pardon for hi* offences 
also, the Author ventures to bring in this petty tribute to Her 
Courts of Pence. 

During the protracted interval which has thus elapsed, however, 
even the great storm and strife of Mutiny, at which one-half the 
world has gazed in wonder, was Insufficient to keep down smaller 
disputations nearer home; and hence, upon returning to his task, 
the Author found that he, ton, had wandered into disputable fields. 
The question touching Indigo—the Planters, and the Ryiits, dis¬ 
cussed fully thirty years ago, bad been by different parties twice 
revived,—augmented, nnd swollen into controversy. For himself, 
however, the Author finds nothing to lament in this. It has 
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enlarged Lis information und lib views, without affecting his design, 
which il was unnecessary to disturb l>y urmihronknis. This design 
— opart from under purposes that fear no scrutiny—was manifestly 
not controversial, but descriptive and pictorial. Tt will hardly lie 
snpjwised, therefore, that he would have sclented a subject for bis 
pictures, intended to please the feminine eyes and gentle spirits 
of his sisters, with any conception that till bis “ pretty houses ” 
and i; Noalib-arks and things" were convertible, by a sort of 
phantustnagoriul shifting, into ’■ whitened sepulchres" and ghastly 
skeletons. It is with the hope that his picture bus no such deslrueti- 
bility of element within, that he does not now anticipate such a 
fate by committing it at once to the lire; ns lua assuredly would do 
if he thought himself in danger of being found, in the forcible lan¬ 
guage of Scripture,—“ fighting against Gud,”—that is drawing 
Utopian pictures of the relationship between the strong and the 
weak, and, by so doing, glossing over the state of the poor with 
false impressions its to their condition —their wants—their suffer¬ 
ings, and their claims. 

With one thing elicited in course of the dispute, the Author bus 
been so greatly struck, I hat he ventures prominent re-allusion to 
it, as common tative on that one great evil which he cannot but 
regard us chi,-/ in its oppressive operation on the poor,—although, 
strange to say. it has been, of all things, f«i,u fiuril upon, —1. 1., 
tin? injunions system of Duntoorce. A writer, whose position and 
character lend all pus si hie weight to his enquiries and opinions, 
declares that it is universally assumed in one district j I’ubna), that 
the Ryuts retain but a half- —or third —or less than a third of the 
advances paid to them,—the chief, ora large portion, being absorbed 

by the Factory Establishment t--Let imagination hut transport 

this iniquity to British shores I What would the workmen in the 
Royal Dockyards, or elsewhere, say, (or da), if two-thirds of their 
emoluments from contract work were abstracted from their pay' by 
the officers commanding them? 

It such a system, then, anti to such extent—nay, if but one half,— 
exist upon our Indian fields, how little wonder is there that the 
poor should groan;—and how much wonder if the Government und 
Educational philanthropist together are not encouraged five-fold to 
pursue their efforts lor that gradual elevation of the minds of 
the peasant classes which shall “give sight to the blind," and 
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enable them to slip the yoke of bondage to systems of cruft and 
villainy which nii]Kiverish and debase them. 

tf (to use u modern phrase) ventilation be of service to the cause 
of truth, the Author, whilst pursuing his own object. will rejoice 
if lie lias lent one iota of aid to its establishment. In all that 
trenches upon matters in dispute—describing principally what lie 
saw,—and, in those things which ho could nut see, taking his 
information from sources deserving implicit confidence, lie believes 
himself secure from all charge of partiality. Not intending': to ho 
Essayist, lie has written simply of things which fell under his 
observation und enquiry, within the limits of hb design; but lie 
h&s not avoided any subject from fear or consciousness of its being 
dangerous to i lie “ pretty ness ” or smoothness of his delineations, 
lu short, his desire in publishing has not been to exalt individuals, 
or to point “faultless monsters whom the world ne'er saw” — buL 
to plu.ee the conduct which it was his gratification to witness, and 
which lie believes to be so well worthy of imitation, in the light 
of that wholesome enmpl* which Is more persuasive Ilian precqtt,— 
and more reel amatory than reproof. 

The Author indulges the hope and belief, therefore, that lie shall 
bn found enlisted under the banners of the poor. He merely reserves 
to hi in self the privilege of lighting after his own fashion. Deprived 
of this hope and this privilege, he can only say that the following 
pages would, in his mind, lose half the inducement for their publi¬ 
cation. 

In conclusion — with no fresh experience to bring into the field, 
he has no necessity In re-open angry questions,—and earnestly 
hopes that he will not he the mean* of re-awake hi ng angry discus¬ 
sion — -upon interests which he is sure are infinitely better served 
by friendly coalition than by dispute. If to rural scenes belong— 
* l Peace and content, twins of the sylvan shade,” and— 

" HleWil acdiufon IrtJin & jumusl world" — 

it were pity they should furnish theme for discontent or strife. 
There, in the midst of the people, autl, generally, acquainted 
intimately with their language, live the Planter and the Mis¬ 
sionary; and who so capable of being the expositors of that truth 
which no righteous uiind would stifle, or of advancing these 
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interests which no Inn; English heart but must desire to see ill)* 
proved? It may well be added, who so hardened as to defy (he 
fearful denunciations of die Almighty against the oppressor of the 
poor ' 11 For the Lord will plead their cause, and spoil the soul 

of those that spoiled them.** 

May the Missionary mid the Planter he seen united more closely 
in Hie bonds and strength of that friendly unity which ought to 
work out alike temporal comfort and eternal prosperity to the 
countless poor of this vast—‘this ; wide wide' laud!

Tlie planter's boat is gcnarafly of this nature, but larger, longer, anti a 
latter puffing and sailing boat than the OrtLinaiy Calcutta bhnuliyn. The crew 
mnv be found to consist of some of the field labourers, who, during re ft a in 
tUfmtliB of the year, have probably no agricultural duticH to occupy them, and 
arc thus tumbled piviHtahly to hi'ftow their time on other employment. 

All Indian boats, though built, adapted, mul provided fur rowing, are 
mUiivj boats; and being round, nr Hat at the bottom, having no keels, are 
of c on rue very liable, if caught in a wjuall, or through ciirelcsiiuesia falling 
Into the trough of rough water, to l)c overturned. Hence, in a great measure, 
the frightful estent of casualties on the river during some of aur sudden 
squalls (tigil terrible nor -west gales, l jkm the last tnebincboly occasion in 
my remembrance, upwards of thirteen European, nod eighty ’native lives, 
were declared to have been lost. As to the native boatmen, what with their 
nm'lpsMTirss or verttiiresoiiimesis, so strangely at variance with the general 
timidity uf tl.e natives of Bengal—an mtmunrtnicy which mutt, I imagine, 
Ikt referred to their fatalism—the only wonder would l>e if these accidents 
did not occur. * 

N'ext to these, the more respectable class of bout* I bare named, may he 
mentioned two or three of an inferior dcKcriptinri. The Puttier (or Kuiorn), 
OI Bsggage-boat of 11 iurlostun, is a very large Hat-bottomed, el inker-built* 
unwieldy-looking piece of rristicity, of probably one thousand mans („ r 
Au'/Itce, mounds), which is about thirty-five tons burthen; bat occasionally 
they may be met with double this size.

Now, that ytttt may form Home idea of Slit? relative merit* of those 
several convey oiilt*, 1 will just state ihat a journey to—ray Allahabad— 
the furthest station to which the steamer* ran ■ the estimated distance being 
H(K) miles, geeertilly occupies these steamers about iltl dap. The charge 
for a first-class passage (exclusive of diet, which is 3 Kooptcs per diem) i* 
0OQ Rg., and you are allowed twelve mans of luggage, or a little more than 
8 ewt. The cost for the like journey hy the government dik, and the least 
expensive name of £72. mile*, is 27Ai II?, t annas., or about 0 annas (one shilling] 
per mile. You mast provide your own pnlkee—or hire one—and are under 
the necessity of giving' three days notice of your intruded journey, Until 
very Lately, in addition to the cost of the dik T you acre aim under the 
necessity of making a further deposit of ]££ Rs for possible drmumi$r t 
which was returned at the rt>n elusion of the journey. This demurrage 
money being alajlishctl, you luivo now t«i make the lrsscf dcjigeit of 25lj [Es a| 
of £25, before undertaking a length of journey which yo« folk- at home 
can accomplish in twenty-four hours* at a cost of a little more than m many 
shillings as here it require* pounds. 
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In tlii a mode nf travelling you 4 re allowed eight bearers, two bunghy 
bunln-m, nr luggage earners, each carrying lbs. weight, euic! two miiiud- 
cIidl 1 ^ or tor eh-bearer*,—-an esaenriri convenience and protection through a 
country where mud and water, dHcbei anti jungle* internipt your path, and 
tigers, pnjiflihly, prowl upon its margin. These beasta, van are no doubt 
aware, have a wholesome dread or fixe, which they will not approach* If, 
however, your luggage lie Eight—within tlifi weight which can Itc carried by 
one man—and llie el ill rat-ter of the road he m eh as not ti> tired the services 
of more than a single musaldie^ the expense of the journey can he propor¬ 
tionately lessened. lint Ijljw will such journeying strike your western 
iniairiimtions ? Vet in no better fashion have hundreds of poor timid p 
delicate ladies, eon lined to this box-like eoi l vcy mi ce* wjl.li no protector,

The charge for the same journey hy the equirotai horse* carriage for a 
single traveller is 88 Us. t for two inside seats, 1 17 Us, - or, for two inside mid 
one outside passenger, IDL Hh.

The expense of a journey to Allahabad by one of the largo mul better 
boots—either the bujm sir large bkouKya* manned probably by twelve 
bonds, varies from Go lls. to 180 Ms,, and ucrupio tlic traveller more than 
two months. The espcuHC i« T of enmwc* the same whether the boat be 
occupied by a single person or a whole family. Upon that description of 
native boat, the put Jlce, I have already described, a Mr^ Bricrly, boat agent 
at FntlTgliur, bn*, I am told. Improved, by eoustmeting nu addition to it h 
ai’earmnislcitinu. so that it resenibh* a bujtrn. It is said to he a very comfortable 
boat for travelling* hut terribly *kiw; it in pulled by twelve men, and the 
tost depend® upon its *lzc, The charge is -i Eh. for every hundred umiin 
hurt lien (nr about iuiih). The men are paid ut the rate of I 11'- cadi 
per months and there is nn extra man, termed a gixiliya, a kind of coxswain 
of the bnat, paid nt the same rate. Stippnsiiig, therefore, the ra^i'l *u be id 
medium aiae—say three hundred mun*—the toud enfit would lwr about 1 hi \l*. 
With the Ordinary'piutrli-c, hnwover T and fewer men, and thrtvforr slow it pru-e, 
the Calcutta boat agents undertake to have you conveyed to AlLahakub at a 
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charge of about 7o Ran, in two months and a knit—After all thin you may 
imagine Low we pray for railways! 

Thus, then, I need hardly tell you, that few persons in the present day t 
except tlmsie in ncedv drffnfflfitiiU!PA| patruuisi 1 the old boat system of 
travelling for long journeys* Lor short trips, however, or to plntres not in 
the mute of steamers or transit camt^esj jiih.

This nLciII he one of our ghfitu, or landing-places, where boats " da 
congregate/' and, as perhaps the most commonly frequented, we will select 
that known a* Fifth™*x GMi , which is a flight of steps hading to the water's 
edge, Hiinnonnted by a neat, pillared., porch-like edifiee s built by a native 
gentleman, whose name It bears, and shrouded by a very fine pecjiiil tree, 
which the mm Hindoos, more particularly the women, returning from their 
moral ut^ ablutions in the river, may l*c n-ltix to water from the hnu?* lota, nr 
vessel, which invariably necompauies them, 

Now as the journey hither of no great length, and two-thirds of it only 
ran lie performed by water, you may supple that 1 engage neither pimrnec 
nor bnjra, but that comfort and economy are sufficiently obtained by hiring 
a small bhouliva—or, wliat is tntire likely at a Hue-weather season Lke this, 
a small native pmsfeej which, with a double set of hands, or four oars, is a 
ligliter ami much quicker boat. Tt i* longer, broader, anil sharper than the 
Calcutta dengee* which, m T have already mentioned, in the common passage- 
boat of the river, over which boat the pum&tt baa another advantage— 
tluit ijf Iim admitting the hoards which form its deck under the thoppu* or 
matted roof, to be removed, no as to permit of a person sitting therein after 
the fashion most ccmvejitent to Europeans.

Besides its trees, dowers* and delightful walks (for here at early day with 
something of the charm* of solitude arnundj you eau really ra walk;, the 
park possesses other objects of attraction.

At tills time about Imlf a 
ckpcn youths, principally East Indian, are receiving an education for this 
latter purpose. 

Next to the college, both fo tardily and interesit, are the paper mamiUm- 
taring steam mills—not only the first paper mills, hut the first steam engine 
ever set up in India, turd are, I believe, the only works of the kind tho 
country yet boasts. They tuned their existence to Dr> Mandrnmii, mid were 
intended to manufacture paper for the objects of the mission. T'hey have 
been continued in operation under his sou, Mr John Mandiumn, the able 
editor of one of the most talented and uifiuentml of our lucid newspapers, the 
Friend of India, published at Serampore, Thu* n it bas been remarked, one 
of our most popular Calcutta papers (for m it may be termed] is printed and 
published jdst sixteen milts from the locality of it- principal circulation. 

About three miles above Barrnekporc, and on the aumu aide, is u very 
prctty-Iookiiig villa, shaded by lofty trees, and embellished by tasteful garden 
ground, where also many pleasant days, spent under its roof, have added one 
other to the sunny spots of my finuted Indian wanderings. This is I^hapore, 
the residence of Major \W Audcnou* CJS.

First 
we IwMi the bulky 0^idk\ or baggage boat oi Bengal, sometime* as ^gantic 
id size elh the Pufilet, and used for mueli the same pnrpocw^s. This buit-muned

other, like those in a London whmy- whereas tit the round, smooth-aided 
Quhik and most country boats, they are laid edge to rdge p and fadUaicd with 
Iron damps, having the appearance of being stitched.

Indian boats, o» I have already mentioned, are nearly all intended for 
wHItif 04 well as rowing. Occasionally their sails are mode of decent country 
caui as, hut more fretjneutly of a very cduw and common deserijjfh'n of fabric 
commonly called i/inmy ,—the material employed for the lm^- I,, whieh the 
sug:ir, rive, and other Indian produce is junked for r\junta linn fo Europe, 
Such material yon mny chance tu have seen, and if *n yon will cmiduik’ that 
durability \* not amongst its virtues. Economy of time and labour, til-**, 
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Itot Iming nmougst this acquired " jnoticsl knowledge” of native# of tlur 
boatmen claw, they fiswrifiec both ihe one and the other, to save that 
trilling enjmnlituri 1 in cadi srhieh would repay tbcm tenfold in kind ; and 
hence their gunny or other sail may be sera worn to such n a thing of 
shreds and patches” as frequently to esdtc a war of laughter at its truly 
hirtiemu* uppeftrimee. 

The mlj exceptions to npdDCmitiy boats of any sister carrying sails that I 
am aware of. an' those which bring our periodic supplies of hay nml straw, 
which like floating ricks, may he seen gently gliding down with the tide,— 
little more than guided til their course by the single pair of oam slowly 
moving at their ride*.

Of all Indian cruft, however* that, skim the Qooghly, commend me* for 
tlifiir really graceful figure^ tn the Hihx These ungnbrly formed 

Ijfjatfij that from the gixut length of tlieir tapering extremities, apjiear to ait 
upon little more than a third of ilieir whole length* carry perhaps live men,, 
and at the liltaa season arc provided with a net of about fj feet in breadth, 
and pmhnhly 300 feet in length. The long lower edge (if this h* loaded with 
small weights, and the upper is supported hy bamboo float*, so that on being 
“ paid out,” an sailor* say, from the boat, it forms a wall in the water, against 
which the swift swimming hilsa darling, tircnnics entangled by hi> Ims, and 
incnpable uf escape, Sometimes these enormous nets an? seen stretching 
nearly half way across tlie river, and art kept in pmirion hy the Hoath,, to 
whidt the iirt ip attached at a s-nffiiieui depth below the Hirfuee to prevent 
it,* i wring icjnrt?il by bunts or Btearner* parsing over it. The whole i* then 
allowed to float down ihv river with the tide, any attempt to oppose which 
by a fixture would of courac l*e fatal to the net. Ekime of the smaller. 
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gentler ititami of Bengal may be seen staked across from side id side ibr 
similar fishing purposes. 

When at other acasomi tbe^e boatn arc engaged in ordinary fishing, n 
npt of another kind, and f tt more moderate lEmcnriotk^ Ls used, This is 
stretched between two It mg tapering bamboos, which are united hr eroding 
each other near the thick or lower end, and made fast to a short horizontal 
bamboo that rests upon two wttiall uprights, or crotches, on wlifch it 
tanM na upofc hinges, Tb lower the net it iia only nooosaary to let go the 
inner end of the huinlmtos, when the 
weight of tile upper is of course suffi¬ 
cient to lower the whole in to the 
water* To rai&e it again requires 
probably the leverage and weight of 
three or four mm applied to the 
inner ends of the bamboos. 

Another and very ingenious method 
is with a cimdnr net p around the outer 
edge of which arc fmriutiftd small leaden weights. A line is attached to 
its centre, and another is loosely rove around the margin. The net is 
gathered together in the hands, raided, and skillfully whirled! around the head. 
In Alt iiiMemt, as the margin is allowed to escape, ii iw seen gracefully to 
expand like a parachute—pirouette in the air—and theu to descend Hat 
Upon the water, covering a space of probably eighteen or twenty feet. The 
centre in kept up by the Hue attached to it, hut the leaden weight* 
instantly descending, surrminri with the net the luckier fish iis in a tent. 
Those that chance to dart downward* before the month is closed may 
escapei tile rest are most probably in the market ere the day is an hour 
older. 

The Mbit, T ntay mention, is a very rich and delicate fish, in grant estima¬ 
tion amongst Europeans, but so excessively bony as to render the pleasure of 
eating it hardly a recompense for the risk of choking t The roe of the Id Isa, 
however, is n delicacy indeed, that carries with it no risk of danger. 

There is a third and rather singidnr method of fishing I have Keen practised 
on one of the small rivers in this neighbourhood* A large shrub, or similj 
treCj is carried in a boat to the centre of the stream, and there deposited. 
This is staked about at the distance of a fi w yards by a circle of bamboo*; 
which done, the men pull round Lt—at firnt at a L- oMidem hln dktanee, beating 
a small drum, or rattling tdgetluT, with equally alarming di*eon I, piece* of wood 
or baud*™. The object of this i* to frighten the lisli, and drive them Inward* 
and lumcnth the tmtclif.-roiu shelter of the sunken tree* la filing the circle 
of their course, the mm gradually close in towards the stakes, which they now 
surround by a long net—drop the lower edge of it to the bottom p and thins 
enci rcle the luckless fish os in a pern A couple of men then dive, and draw¬ 
ing the lower margin of the net together, secure their uiiraristbig prise.

With such, interruptions you may suppose thnt our progress is slow

As it is too Into in the day to proceed further, I hero ax-ail myself of the 
hospitality of the place and remain until the morning.

SuokssLgur House I* a neat and comfortable little dwelling in the midst 
of very pretty and cultivated garden ground, which it surrouodcd by lofty 
trees, mid adjoins a small village inhabited principally by fishcniicu, from 
amongst whom the inland steamers take their first pilot when premised ing on 
their upward Journey. 

Jhit SDakiilgtir r I uniat ti-ll yoiq possesses some historic jJ interest. The 
original house was built by Warren I hiding*. u_h a country residence for him-

celebrated Joseph Baretto, a rich Portuguese merchant of Calcutta, who 
lived there in great style, and amongst other additions tu the ertahlfrliment, 
founded a Homan Catholic nhapd, and provided the priests for its services— 
of course exclusively for kb oH‘u family. Hut-—'Mo what base purposes-^ 
ma v not nil things fL come &t lia^t ! ,f — Mr. Barotto 7 * Biiccen^nr, Mr. Lnurolrtta, 
a ISpnuiard, celebrated for Ids hospitality and sporting propensities, enliveried 
the chapel into a residence for rnnhoufo (elephant drivers'! and fighting-corks] 
The rmngf-H r>f a changing river, however, have destroyed all truces both 
or greatness and of degradation; for not only have this the original bonne, 
and the beautiful village and grounds adjacent, which then stood about two or 
three hundred yards from the bank of the river* entirely disappeared* but that 
river is now fully a mile and el half on the south-east side of where the bouse 
formerly stood. Indeed, I learn that within tlie last ten year* the river in this 
place ha* flhimgcd its channel full two miles south-rast of its old position.* 

It is now full time to reach Miikmili, hut haring I think bestowed as 
much of the subject upon you as your patience will approve for one letter, I 
shall reserve it* continuation for another.

LETTER II. 


Mnfmtii, JntMmry Mstk. 

L'i^n the flrnt cccamon of my ™it to tin* place, when, ns [ hare already 
stated, I slept at SookKiigrir, the mntimmtinti of my journey was performed 
by flrUt palkec, Tin* is a less wearisome mode qf travelling than might be 
suppoaed-—at IrzLHt ilitrec in health-—because there arc so innoy odoi^icrn^ 
on which—whether favoured by the cold season, the morning, evening, or u 
shady spot—n traveller ran relieve its tedium by walking-as / did. 

Bearers Having been engaged from the tillage for tike early morning, my 
baggage nan sent on by Coolies, niwlcr charge of a Barkendla, direct in 
Midumtli-—a rliMnnce of twenty -two miles. A IfnrkciuLis i- gciu-ndlv an up- 
country man, of courage and bust, employed in a private watchman> and, 
whether guarding the premise*, or going a journey at night, is generally 
arnusd either with a apear, nr long imnhoei quarter^sUfl’, or, if he prefer it, 
bis award and shield. At a little pa^t four in the morning, refteshed by tea 

and toast, I stunt'd p accompanied by Mr, II -and \m amstajit, on horse ^ 

bftfk, ah far i» n place called .Vtneedpore, about five mites on the road, where 
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my palkeCj which tinil keii sent on at a ven," early boor, was in waiting. 
Frurn tlic Saddle into the palltce, howEfC!’, upon j?o fine a morning, was, to an 
enfranchised spirit* ton like retnni into captivity to lie agTcc&b!o- Su bid ding 
tny frininl* good-bye, I set om upon jfixrt* my palknu and a train of fifteen 
men in my rear* I walked about five tniles further on the nmd 7 breaking the 
lahonr of luy men. ami delighting my eye with the* refreshing and really very 
beautiful, illicit Hat srcucry of the cultivated plain* of Ecug&L Never had I 
before incun the Date growing ao uhumlumly and m exclusively. Not a 

nut, nor a Palmyra, to lie seen—but date*, alliedt of a stunted growth-in 

all directions. 

A hot rtuti and alight lameness drove me nt length to cover, nor wm 
I able to walk again more tlaan a mile or so during the rr-^E of the journey. 
The men rested hut once 3- at a ■■ i I Inge called Bel ha, under the shadow of a 
remarkably due BanyuTk-tice, which is proteeted and eneoum^eil in its growths 
it appears, by my Host here. With the exception of the great tree of the 
Honourable Company 11 * Botanic Garden, it is one of the finest and the most 
picturesque specimens of the banyan T have mm in India.

As the journey shortened, the pace of the hearers Increased; *> that hy 
» little past two o'clock [ lighted a small green eottnge-lile dwelling in the 
distance, anti wm informed I had reached Mulnath, The little green bnildin^ 
proi ed to be one. of the gate lodges at the ntremity of the grounds; upon 
nearing which, ftnd clearing the numerous trees that shrouded the approach, 
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Mulnath TIuusc ftjK'ticd upon mv mtryriscd si^bt, anil rciuiudL'il me of tlio 
mansions of old England, which we are accustomed, to sot represent! in uM 
TiewM of some of the country neats of our nobility. 

Albeit, little distressed hy mjf weight, I wu yet glad to relieve the poor 
bearers; when asticudiiig the broad (light of utup* of the jxirtico l was 
welcomed to a midciite, the elegance, cotupletenens of dei'oratiun, of fumi* 
hire and convenience Uurjiighuiit which, apgkrtmttl to In 1 all in keeping with 
its imposing exterior. The lower story, floored with the finest grt-v marble, 
richly carpettfd, and fttrfn l ft ad in short with tin- most dilute mid tasteful 
materials, ut once rcnUwnl alt that I bud Iil-cii led to expect of Mulnath 
mansion. 

TjiiLf r nud i (a viclssitudiis* of fortune,, bdvo wrought wim^ regrettod mill 
mmi^rihuJ chjyigfti in it* appearance si tire then, but thu spirit within has 
known fin change, A cultivated and refined tu^te, indeed, U not dependent 
upon wbttmdance fur its exercise, and may be os much displayed in the cottage 
of the poar m in the palace of tie great; m that though there may be now 
le-^ of cosily mmgnifieen eSj I find no no of the egscntiaU of clegsuujo nud 
comfort Jinking, Mulnuth, in riiurt, has moulted not one feather of its 
charms. 

Mulnath House and grounds nre situated In the district uf NMffoa, nr 
KLshnoglmr, and on the right bunk of theErimmuttee river, one of the smaller 
tributaries of the Ganges, haring ita mouth amongst the mmirmiraMe stream* 
□f tlio ^oonderbiiuds, and uniting its waters with tht*c of tie Mutabui||L, at a 
pJaec* called Kisheugungc. The but-named river, which at iU entrance h 
called the Choorneo* near the min* of an aid native stronghold at Hurrml- 
hem, enters the HuogUy at Serb] m ire, about eight mile* above SaoksAgur* 

Although the distance from Calcutta is not above fifty-two miles in & 
straight bur, its aspect siml character wiuild lead you to Hiippw IM loculi tv 
to fie in mmc very distant province Indeed, in the abjure of native 
servants, there is hardly a feature to interfere with etn indulgence of the 

imagination that the scene is Turopean^—an impression which Mr. ¥ -- 

unproved by removing from the immediate grounds most of the very fi*w 
trees of the palm kind which he found scattered over their surface, 

"i^he Inia^ itself, of the exterior of which the pencil will afford you the 
best conception,* ia full flue hundred mu\ ten feet in breadth, by probably as 
iiHich from the -Trout to the rear, and contains eighteen apartments, besides

fearless of Iljp brains, though protected only by a white covered »iSL| j, until 
full eleven o'clock in (be tbremium Then returning# 1 rejoin my host at his 
tiliiee, from whence, after it visit to the Bake ry (for you may .suppose all 
domestia wants uf till* character are provided for at hnme)# mid a request to 
the skilful little baker tu indxdge uh with a hut roll or :-n hy nne o'clock* vre 
enter the garden, where, directing our steps to ilint jHirtion exclusively 
devoted to kitchen vegetable*, an examination is made of the success of its 
varied European exotic*, the potato, the cabbage the eauliUowcr, and. in 
abort, nearly all the nwnnl prod net ions of an Ivuglbh kitchen garden# which 
are thriving excellently ; - — biu#—oh ilear'me T—what havoc is this? Tbe 
mischievous deer, forgetful nf their u*ual reclusive and retiring habits* and 
clearing at a bound railing* and pi dings six or Heveu feet high, have in the 
night been here, and destroyed I know’ not how many thriving and aspiring 
props of green [teas I Well, albeit, the remedies are not past " tbe griefs 
ute ended;" the fence miL*t be repaired and raised, and some summary 
punishment inIbeted the next time upon the mischievoua faitruder—if 
caught. 

We uow enter tbe house—bathe, drera, and prepare for—breakfast! 
Yes, such are MohiMtil hour*—or, U' you prefer it, Midi the mime given r.> 
the mid-day# and by far the most acceptable meal (far it is now rmo cddoelt) 
common in Moiussul, or at leant in plainer life. The last is, that an earlier 
hour would nut, up a regularity, suit a planter^ habits. lie in frequently in 
the saddle from daylighi until ton, eleven, and twelve ill the day, and to take 
more than tho tmstomory and delightful e»p of tea or Coffey with a tritie 
of toast or bread and butter, which al five or six in the morning arc 
in variably p repaired, would no mure be fitting to the stomach before a hard 
ride of fifteen ur twenty mile*, than r^iiild such n meal be any snitablir n'pre. 
Heutative of the Nubstantial repost which is invariably ehuraeten^tie of im 
Indian breakfast, In five eases out of ion, however, if is probable that a 
planter's own breakfast partakes more of the character nf a tiffin or dinner. 

A keen appetite# after hard exercise, induces him to substitute the beverage 
of Bass err Allsnp for that of Pekoe or Sonehong, which, however, where 
there are ladies or guests* is of course# prepared. 
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Domestic Eton** or prmiidniii* in plan tor I ifi • you may* siippy^e are 
generally managed Hindi ns in {aimer I Eft 1 hx EtiglnutL. Livestock k kept 
on the grounds, vldcb also furnish ll large proportion of vegetables; whilst, 
at stated periods & ftemut w dcwpatobed to the dty + wliicEi is hukmtrd ou for 
such (ItdLoadrA ami fequmitoa ns neither the soil m*r thtt country are capable 
of furnishing. In muuj am-* f where there i* tit her want of Tnrniagement^ 
convenience* or mcuu*, which is more partieuliLrly likely to Ik> llie im 1 in out- 
fketarieSj where' probably baehelor-u^kHtant pluntur* reside,, live stock 
confined to flunks mid fowlBj wbieb T with such vurmtimi* only as their 
servant* 1 skill cun produce in the inode of cooking, form their invariable 
mum] food. 1 bare heard planters jestingly declare that they were ashamed 
to look a fowl in the face. 

Probably the more weighty difficulty lies here; that m no single man 
mnhl i Fit a whole ebtu p—and in a warm elinum- jni.-ut will not ktvp, during 
at leapt eight mouths out of the twelve, more than a day—it would be a 
monstronn piece of extraragance to sacrifice a whole animal to obtain one 
nieab The residue Could not even be applied usefully by u giving to the 
poor t ri for neither servant, unless [*i9$itily‘, oj*t umn* the low caste sweeper* 
nor needy peasant would touch it. It would literally he thrown to the dogs. 
To meet this dlEiieulty, therefore p some pi wit era residing cither near to a civil 
station or to emdi other, form what Lb called a " meat clnb. 1 * A sheep or 
whatever it inav lie, is killed upon certain dayi of the week, and the joints 
are distributed among the itibKtibert. 

Muinuth, with ir> npnciou^ gruitnds, perfect nmnngcmrnt, anil fine flock 
af rmrefuJIy tended sheep, in independent of this necessity for its supply of 
muUoii, —am) catuumiera are M-hlnm lacking—hut the article Ltrf offer# 
difficulties of fiti other eWacter, and can only be obtained here, as in all 
small an run unities or settlements—inclusive even of Chandeniftptin:, Chin- 
annili, and cithers near Calcutta—by recunrse to the city, or some adjacent 
civil station. The slaughter of iui ox amidst a Hindoo population, whose 
p<toiI will it Is an object with the planter to conciliate, and more particu¬ 
larly when the head servants of the factory are probably nil Brahmins, 
would, to say the least, be offensive to them : and in the event of the 
Ziuneondar Iteing fl Koaliu Brahmin, tlic alienee would he so capped that, 
independently 0 f good feeling in tlm matter, prudent* would not warrant or 
approve it. 

As to fish, though lacking the ddfenrira of the Tap*** muohk-e, (or 
niaiiKo fiat.) the Bhektoo and Jliisa, or (sable fish.) of the Calcutta markets, 
wlm h, however, arc not warning when- there are large tanks wherein to breed 
them, the lake here fiuTmhes a supply of several kinds of a small character, 
in particular the KnrtuHjla, a species of mullet, which is very palatable, p (1 [ 
the prwhnnt is tlie worst season, generally, for this almost invariable accom¬ 
paniment to au Indian breakfast table. The rivers are all low, same almost 
dry, ami the supplies, therefore, nre proportionately scanty, Ijoth here ami 
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elsewhere; for, although there arc at ills present time fewer alligatora— 
(whieh yi>n must know abound in the river here' the came cause which drive* 
them from their bccuh turned haunts—scarcity of water—dimiiiiihc* the stock 
of iisli also* 


Breakfast over, Hit 1 morning papery which arrive from Calcutta by eleven 
o'clock of the second day, iliseus&ed—for » while (unlike city 1 mbits I oil 
generally becomes quiet as night about the factory house. A morning** ride 
un two or three borees, of prolmhly twenty—possibly thirty miles [fat from 
au uncommon distance,] emi hardly be performed without farigm* in the most 
powerful, am! an hour 1 ! rest in not 3c-> accept able to recruit from past lal jours 
than to prepare for fresh—those of the mind and the pen.

Once again joining my lujat in a walk through the delightful garden, 
we repair to the factory, when*, npmi my firnt visit, a new surprise and gratifi¬ 
cation met my view. Entering a long room adjoining the olfiec, anil farming 
a a pure division of what is culled i lie " dry mg-room” the use of which you 
will understand by-aiul-bye, duly Liuug around with several large maps and 
other educational appliances, [ found my nr If in the busy bum of a school 
room, where upwards uf mxiy very respectable looking InrK children of the 
neighbouring nntiTEs, of the better ck&^s s wero roBciving an English 
edileariua, little inferior in 3t? extent to that imparted at the great institution*! 
of 1 'llIl'uUq. This is another of my excellent friend 1 * quiet means of uniting 
pcrsonnl gratification with the good of those around him. For upwards of 
sb years the affair* of the school „ dependent almost entirely on Mr, F- 'e. 
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support ami encouragement, prospered beyond wbnl might Imu- Tjocil supprw-c] 
even probable succr-**. The service* of a clever ex-student of the General 
Assembly's Institution, iiml Item oh tab it'd ;ts schoolmaster, on a salary of 
sixt^ roupess per month, a laidcace provided for him on the premises, and 
the number of p Dpi I a nt one time amounted to upwards of one hundred bovs. 

Alas f that tin- l>li«bt sin mid have fallen on so fair imil promising n field 
uf fruitfulness. The unhappy disruption of affaire here, J have already 
referred to, threw everything into dianu-mlienaent The very hospital wts 
threatened with destruction; it survived the shock ; but the school, deprived 
nt once of all means of support, ceased to exist, and the benevolent project 
of its founder warned for ever to bo destroyed. 1 haver been greatly pleased, 
however, during my present stay, to find that by aid of tin- like indefatigable 
spirit that formed it, tlu-ro is a likelihood of its resuscitation. The return of 
the master of Mu I math was not, unhappily, necomjjutiiL! I bv u return of those 
mcaM that eonld restore things to their former condition'; but, a beginning 
cun he ramie, and wtflt will not an influential mind and a good example do 1 ! 
.Viready some thirty of tlie scholars have regnthrred together, and the worthy 
doctor, cur friend Deenoimth r>hur, catching the spirit of the place, to his 
great credit be it spoken, voluntarily devotes two hours every day to the 
duties of school hi an ter. Kin reward will be better than gold, 

Having spent, probably, half-au-hour in the school room, I now leave mv 
host to the afternoon duties of his office, and whilst he Is busily engaged inn 
task of pretty voluminous English-and Bengalee ivirrespondems against the 
evening post, for dispatch to agents and assistants, and listening to about an 
equal quantity directed to Zn unco lure I landholders j, gumnshtahs, and other 
native officials, wliich hi-t own assistants have prepared, after dictation, for his 
signature, I may ns Well tide tlie opportunity of mentioning what particular 
duties devolve upon tlie planter nt the present time. This may be briefly 
done ; for as they consist of the dull affidm of money and nectamts, I shall 
hml little of eiu entertaining character to dwell upon, 1 niav ifcmc how¬ 
ever, that whatever holidays the Planter ran afford himself c*n onlv w,|| 
token at the present season. Combining (rnmnca with pleasure, he visits 
Calcutta, where probably he manages to arrive in tune Jhr a Chrmmns or 
>cw W. dinner, and meeting with his friends : and where also the r.ro- 
, ° f lne l >(Lst niiinufaeturijjg having l fficn sent down before him 

he endeavours to effect favourable arrangements for its sale. H c takes the 
opportunity of transacting all necessary- busing matters, private and 
official, settling tmdcsfdkV bills, and arranging account* with agents and 
oi here for the past and coming season. This done, he returns to bis factories 
and there Ins time is occupied in settling accounts with the Tlvuts f or the 
past year, amlmniing advances for the cultivation of the present 

Beyond this --ns to how a planter may occupy liis time, how fill up the 
leisure permitted him at this, or any other period, iaa d there is frequently a 
great deal), I have already had some opportunities of shewing you, and may 
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luivt? more, Truly, on nxi during the position of a plnsi.ts-r r I do not know of 
nny, indeed, upon which it grefttcr amount of responsibility rent's or tt herein 
f*™ 1 an amount of good and evil are in the rbspensative power of a angle 
imlividrnd, making liiiu, in short, a blessing or a curse to the laud, and the 
mull it odes of people by whom he is siirroniidciL It ha not that he can 
perform mimcles. It is unE that by magic he can elevate the couditimi^ 
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pr trtnitbrm hi an instant the whole character of the people about him. 
None better knows than tinea a planter what favouring showers—what genial 
ftiui*—whnt enrt—what choice of soil—wlmt weeding, and what watchfulness 
ire needeil to bring to fruitful maturity one grain of that seed on which his 
hopes depend. Are the human and uncultured mind and heart more pliant 
than a grain of indigo? The mission of the European to India was nut 
to find n highly principled, educated nod enlightened people, but to aid in 
making them so. It is not that by any immediate act of his he can confer 
judgment, or honesty, or truthfulness, but that by his own stru t and 
cons is teat example of honourable and generous conduct, and hi* superior 
intelligence, lie will acquire and cicreiic that influence over the minds of 
the thousands around him which, though it may not Arjpvjf principle, at least 
diseottr^es the abuse of it, and by practical results cimvinrrs them that 
" honesty h the bent iM^licrj",,^ ami ignorance the mother of want, The 
supreme government itself exercises not a hundredth part of that influence 
ov^r the conduct anti lutppiness of the poor of this land that is in the power 
of mi indigo planter. In direct proof of this, indeed, and of how that 
influence, n -f ^bicll you have seen the direction here, was exercised eighteen 
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VL fc Eirs ngo, util nniy aver those immediately comuTtal with ;t factory, but the 
inhabitant# of a pure of a district, I have Ifttoh semi gratifying documentary 
evidence,:—evidence alike of the g£*nd which a nittfffe imiiridtml can produce, 
and of the rtfiht spirit in the Government which induced mi nlfiekl mi'Llupw- 
Icrigtnciit of it. 1 * 1 Assuredly t if u uian Imre the heart to do good a round 
him* the field is wide Ibr the iudulgcuoe of Lis wishes and ingenuity. There 
is no difficulty in dincovcriug the how and the where. But without any help 
fh>m invention, the act uni duties of his position — those arising from his 
eonuei'tiim m a kind of lord of the ninuur T with tin 1 host of poor around, 
will he sufficiently obvious and heat suggestive of those of n voluntary 
character^

N11w T have the bulk of th<*c poor [Ecople, think you, any knowledge of 
out good Queen Victoria—of the Gti?iTiiar -0 cnml—the tlapoumblti Court 
of Directors—the Supreme Council—the Chief Justice—or hitherto, even 
the Magistrate of their district? No more tluin live pitmen of Sunderland

Of late, however^ 1 am happy to be assured that some uf the magifttrates, 
during the cold season, generally take a tour through the district, in order to 
ftumharize tbe people with them And gain their cuidblenee. TliL* is well; 
liiib surrounded by their T-'mluh, or offiriul*, and police follawra, it is 
believed that tbe poor are tit present kept at as great n distance, ns though 
the magistrate had remained in his Cuehary.* No,—to be known and nsidiil 
tu tbe poor natives, people mtLst by them, a# the Muuiionarv and 

the Planter can be, and arc, Tbe only great man will* whom the poor 
people here are familiar is the Sahib of thf N'rd Koine-r—he who, living in 
the midst of them, is erjmc-nt-abks who sees them, talks to them, whose 
stirrup-iron umukt their very crop is the only step requiring neither fee 
nor bribe, form nor favour, nor law process, between them and justice; lie 
who, with kind words and equally kind actions, encourages tbeir confidence 
and wins their gratitude, and by the equity of his own conduct, and impnr- 

tiaEty of his judgment in deciding disputes ai._-t themselves* rrinmis 

their attachment and respect, and confirms bis author tty. Indeed, as 
touching bis mediation in their ow n afhiiis—in all matter* not very serious, 
in disputes about land—family property and violence„ bn may he characterised 
as judge and magistrate, and, from his positinnij and opjwrt unities rightly 
applied, fur more m, in truth and effectiveness, than the paid one. 

My experience cannot, of course, enable mo lo assert that this picture is 
realised tvrry whir?* I can only my it is so hcrc f and in tmis or two other 
factories I have visited, where the example and authority of those at head¬ 
quarter* exercise their healthful Influence- It ran, And it should be realised 
everywhere; mul where It is not, I would only observe it were a pity that 
tnun rtbuixld prosper, or bis field* yield their itic reuse, who so disgraces Ins 
country, and dishonour^ Ids responsibility as to abuse tbs* trnM i'omimtlrd to 
bim. 

This littlr- com nm alary tijjon the moral duties of my host ended, you 
TiniHt suppose evening to bare closed in, when 1 again stroll to the office. 
Tk lighted toper shews the work of senting to be in hand, and a little 
bustling hnw-kggcd tnnn, with n long staff and girded loins, is waiting to 
receive the letter budget; with which* at lost provided, be trots off a distance 
tif live mile* to the post-office station and village of Boning, from whence 
the Eastern poet, passing in the night, or early in tbe mamiag, conveys it on 
to redentta. 

The labours of the day ended, we bow return to the house, where a 
bright coal fire form* no uu welcome addition to the com furls of the evening

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LETTER III. 

Mutual^ January 

Mt present trip to Muluath baring as I mentioned, been id same 
measure connected with n sanitary object, it i* hat proper l fdiouhl report 
progress as I think it would be doing an injustice to Moftuaul life not 
fully to declare all its chums to our regard. 

After the utuil wearisome bout journey, I arrived at Sookidigor at ten in 
the morning, and there found everything hail been in readiness for me since 
daylight;—servants, tea and toast, and a Imne in saddle. So hastily partake 
ing of the temperance * ( stirrup cup/ 1 and strapping a change of linen to my 
saddle how, I mounted, at id with a splitting headache, which had been my 
companion fiini^e the preceding day, rode off. ** A promising begin iiiiig — 
motho light — for ft ride of iwenty-two nulca;" but former experience hud 
nut left me without hope.

1 fell as though I ebutibl drop 
from the saddle 1 Summoning heart, however* I again urged forwent* when 
sit the eml of a third canter—-each a terrible effort—hope revived-—the horrid 
tension of the brain begun to relax, and pains in the 3 Lead to abate. T was 
in the middle of a fourth canter when, to uiv surprise, I came in sight of a 
buggy, which with that conridewticui that Llid nut surprise, had been sent 
down the last four miles of the road to meet me. So, relinquishing Toby, 
by this rime looking as (bough he bad been driven through the river rather

Pcrhnp*, also, it afford- 1 ? no unfair application of a guod moral. Hud a coin- 
comfortable roadside inn proffered the temptation of a noting-place, the 
rt mft!nilcr of my journey might never have been completed — ur my cure 
delayed for a month! It Is often fortunate for us when vt axe irrevocably 
committed to a good tiling. 


Bran entering upon the subject with which T had intended principally tu 
occupy this letter, 1 must tell you that T have just puid a visit to the civil 
station of Kishnaghur; and as it furnishes one or two features in MufumJ 
life I may have no other opportunity of mentioning, 1 may as well tell yon 
all T bolw* My visit was hut brief, and therefore but little was afforded me 
either to see or to speak of. 

An iimUtkm to Mr. F-and self him L>r, A-to spend a day or 

two with him, having been accepted* a few changes of linen and other 
matters requisite for the trip, were packed up. and in charge nf a khidimitgur 
inr table servant) aiacl a bearer, sent off during the night (for want of a 
mil way] upon an elephant. Between eight and nine in the morning we left 
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Muhinth in n buggy, ami hiring driven the fir#t three mile* to a picturesque 
and sheltering grove of Mango trees, we there found our hornes, which had 
liceri sent ok At 4in curly lionr, waiting for us. Sending on the buggy-borae 
to Kishnaghnr by the syce, or groom, we here mounted, and with as lovaly a 
morning as one could desiro — a delightfully bracing breeze* and a picturesque 
country, we started on our journey, and after what n City man. At hast terms 
a good bard ride, reached BftgAdaiqguhp sixteen mile# from Mulnnth, at a 
little pasfc ten o’clock* 

BflgAdingnh i.s an out-factory of the Muln&tli, concern, where* albeit wc 
hart no host to receive m, wo found a very comfortable bungalow, which con¬ 
tained just enough of furniture to meet all the real wants of a traveller—a 
wpU-but lower roomed dwelling of brick and mortar, with a thick thatch 
rtwjf, such, no doubt, altogether a? would have realized to the mind of the 
poetic artist, Blake, his "-'thatched roof of nw*\\ gold/* Here, also* the 
exterior ground* upon all shies exhibit the improving taste of the ruling bund 
of Muirs ad], U roves of trees, planted seven or eight years ago, now alike 
beautify the ground#, and afford shade, shelter, and comfnrf to :dl about the 
place. 

The two Servants has! arrived* of course* long before ns; and so, having 
enjoyed the immediate luxury of a bath ami change of dress* we sat down to 
a most acceptable plain breakfast of hot toast* eggs* and tea, with such zrst 
and appetite as exercise never fails to furnish. 

An oul-factoiy% 1 should here inform you* is simply a branch of the 
greater or licad-quartere' factory Yon tniy already have observed that the 
eiiU.ivalion Irelonguig to one concern, m in this of Mulnalti here* may extend 
over distant and large quantities of land* or be Kcparatcrt one part front 
mother by other cultivators* which is generally the case to a vety great 
extent. lienee, in either cose* you will sec the necessity of bo extensive a 
concern lttdng divided into separate mEmageuicnhs which arts plated mulct the 
control of assistant planters* Til© cultivation requires European supervision, 
mill when I mention that the plant* when cut* rapidly spoils, yon will further 
nee the impossibility of the produce of a large concern being gathered and 
carried to any one meumou centre (a distal ice of possibly tiiry miles ■* even 
were it convenient or practicable to carry on so great a quantity of operations 
in one place and [it otic time, Diit-fhctorins therefbre, are necessary to which 
the produce can early and readily be earned* and in each, at the nmnufactur- 
ing season, an Msistant generally resides* If he Ikt n mam I man, which 
for every reason is must dcrindile- — it terms bia established i ionic ; if a 
bachelor, lie is free to mam from place to place, as the inspection of hi4 
cultivation* m all other than the manufacturing and rowing times. i% all that 
is generally required of him. 

Making BAgidangrth n half- way resting-place fur homes, sermuts, nnd 
ourselves* we there remained for the day; and tlmt is the manner in which a 
planter or other Mofanmlite travels id ion t the ©tamtry,—not quite so tmpirtly 
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il* by n railway tmurii, but J think far mare agreeably. You must not 
suppose, however, that a planter** ridr* are confined to sixteen miles a-day, 
for when necessity demand*, no rare thing at certain season*, they extend, 
by aid, of course, of Furious horsey to thirty, and even forty milesi in a day. 

The next morning, *cn ailU and traps being sent on as before, uuj 
travelling operations were repeated, and crowing the river by ferry-boat, we 
resumed our ride towards Kivhrmglrnr, a distance of sixteen miles further. 
Reaching a ferry lsL a place called Hanskilec (meaning the duck stream), we 

there found a large bhoutiya, and learnt tbit Mr* II-. the well-known 

indigo planter of the firm of II-and Vi - 1 bud just landed and gone 

on towards Kkhruighur. So having crossed the horse*, wc remCftmted, and 
overtaking his baggage elephant on the rond f —whereat, taking fright, my 
•toed had wdl-nsgli L-fr. me in a ilitdi,—galloped on at n pace which soon 

brought us into company. Mr. li-, who was riding a beautifid linrmnli 

pony, appeared to have paaacd that time of life when hard riding linn any 
charms, and therefore the remainder of our journey was pursued at a walk. 

The approach to Kiahnagtinr, which is exceedingly pretty and woody, 
early indicates proximity to European city or town abode.—A beautiful 
avenue of Teak trees, shaded a remarkably fine smooth road, which at con¬ 
siderable length narntB, and then passes through a native haw, and under 
one of the must picturesque and vcm rable looking gateways of Hindoo 
architecture I have ever semu It is a quadrangular building, or tower, now 
mouldering into ruins, pierced at all side* by corresponding niches, which 
original ty all possessed gates of massive aud very claim rule ly though 
grotesquely carved and studded wood. It would appear to have formed the 
outer tower or entrance to the Raj harry, the palace or remdeuce of the 
present Mabu Rajah Scerk Chinnier Roy. Facing beneath the south arch 
of this budding, and along a yet extensive well-kept road, we fairly entered 
Kishnaghur, and I, for the first time in my lift, a ciril 4 tfutfon* 

A civil station, I need hardly say, is jsu called in contradistinction to a 
military one ; and contains those court* and offices of fiovernmrut with tlu ir 
CiMtbwuriss, that are distributed over the land to administer its laws, civil 
and criminal, and regulate it* revenue alfhim 4 

There is, Grnt of mil, the Judge, generally called the eirij end serious 
Judge, a fir*l grade civilian* ilk court is what is called an Appelate Court ; 
—i!hut is, one to which dues of appeal from the decision of lower courts are 
refi md. He trie* oil civil eases wherein the documentary evidence is in the 
English language, or such others, not involving claims beyond 5,000 Roope^ 
a* are Appealed to him from the mfcridr courts, and pjj cases of a criminal 
diameter occurring within bis district, which probably embraces an area of 
from three to four thousand square miles. He him the power of imprison¬ 
ment within the period of seven yearn, over all but British-born Ntibject^_ 

wha^e cbws arc transferred to the Supreme or Queen's Conn yf Judicature 
of Calcutta by the committing magistrate. 
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1 liis privilege &q justly and dearly valued, so tenaciously guarded, waij a 
ft 1 xv years buck, when its safety wrifi threatened by some proposed enactment, 
tike subject of one of t lit? most popular excitements perhaps ever known in 
Calcutta, and led tu a great public demonstration sit our Tpwii Hall—since 
reiiien l Ijered as tl uj Bfack-tict~ Mi ■t nj//, A sort qf compromise was made. 
Tin? power of the judge in civil eases w r os confirmed, hut the more important 
Emil objectionable clause, that dFcethg cri minnl prosecutions ami personal 
liberty of the subject, was withdrawn. 

lou may oak—why all this?—shmild not justice be cveo-handed to all? 
Assuredly,—and 11 sauce for the gixsse should be smice for the gaiuh-rfor 
which reason the answer u —let men be tried by their pee re. If a* ron- 
qiuaViiQ, iiLhil fulou, civil izern and teiu^tEi, we assume to ourselves superiority, 
tlien bring up the pupils to the standard of the tutors; do not depress the 
higher to the lower, 

1'or this to be nudcretoud p 1 need only inform you that the criminal law 
in use in our Mofittttd Court* is tlie Mohummittitm Ltiw< In civil ens^ a 
European tuny probably obtain as fair a judgment in a Mofussul Court as in 
the Supreme Court of Calcuttaj because, however nmch greater the danger 
of false witnesses, he at least tones none of his legal or civil rights. I lia mnv 
is tried by a laud of universal equity law, diveiled of much of the 
technicalities of our Judicial Courts, and hentu simplified; in which the 
fiocial usages of all parties, Christian, Muimnamudmi. and Hindoo, are 
tircESFarily respected. It is not so iu a criminal prosecution, in which the 
Christian would lose the privilege of that much prized institute. Trial by Jury, 
He would be tried by a single judge, assisted, it may be, by his Mobumumdan 
Law Officer, 

■When I apeak of the greater danger of false witnesses, I refer to the 
facilities which MofuEsid life offers fur suborning *iieb. independently of 
the smmher of people handed together in one interest, there are no sharp- 
witted counsel to eroas-qurstirw their evidence. The English witneas-box 
of our Supreme Court has, no doubt* terror* peculiarly iu own* 

Next to the judge is the Collector r whose duty it is to attend to tho 
collection of the revenue, and to enquire and decide resecting all questions 
that may arise relating to the revenue and the holding of hinds. In what ore 
called Principal Stations there will be found n Commiwrmrr —a gentleman 
who takes precedence both of judge and collector, and has the supervision of 
all revenue affairs, and also possesses judicial power* to try eases of a 
criminal nature referred to him by the magistrate. To the commissioner, 
aho, appeal cases lie from orders of magistrates respecting lhe removal and 
employ of native Umiak or executive officer*. 

Then we have the Nitghtmt?, who in some large districts us orbited by a 
second, or what is called a Joint Magistrate. These are followed by an 
Amitmti to the Mttfftitrntc, one learning his duties, and somrtimes doing a 
little work in tike office of the collector. His services are applied to 
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the disposal of petty eases referred to him hj those officers. All ihc^e 
are civilians. 

Of the native jtiitieifinefl there is, first uf nil, tho Principal Sulkier Amtrn; 
in other words the native judge. Sudder signifies chief, (uni AtnSi.li ft 
comudsBicmer, umpire, or arbitrator,—ait office which is sometime* held by 
talented European or Eufetliidtoil gentlemen, possessing a thorough familiarity 
with the language, manners., and customs of the natives—qualifications which 
are of course essential for ail placed in judicial nuthorny over a people whose 
minds it is &o requisite then roughly to know before being able to understand 
the mine of their evidence, and the Tiiriou* mid peculiar inffuences which 
bear upon their conduct. The Principal Sudder Amrcn is a Civil Judge 
only, and in his court are all case*, however important, m the first place 
tried. In the event of dissatisfaction with his dechdou, appeal, as already 
observed, lies to tlie civil judge ; but in the event of the claim amounting to 
a greater sum than 5,000 Ttaopeea, the appeal is transferred to the highest 
East India Company** Court, called the Sudder Dtunny M in Calcutta. The 
salary of a Principal Sadder Ameen varies from GTO to 800 Ituopecs por 
month. 

The Sadder .1 ttwru is owe having a miru.ir authority and jurisdiction to 
the Principal Suddtr Ameeu, 11 is power to adjudicate ex tend* to eases not 
involving sum* greater than 1UU0 It^pe-e*; obavc tlmt amount, hut under 
htX)O r they must l*e decided by his superior. The salary of the Smhkt Arntm 
is about 400 Us. per month- 

Thu Deputy Cofkrior may come next. The office of Deputy CoBecfor was 
riu appnintment originally created by Lord Ben thick, for the purpose of 
bestowal on native* of the country. Hence it ia in the majority of cases, 1 
imi told, held by them : but in fume instances by duly qualified Europeans 
or East-Indian*, not in the covenanted employ of the East India Company, 
Appeals from the authority or derision of the Deputy Collector lie with bis 
own superior, Occasionally this officer h invested with the powers of a 
deputy magistrate, This is sometimes a measure of economy, tuid at others 
adopted with the view of promoting a speedier dispensation of justice. 

The DepuSy libcwfac, is generally, but not invariably, a native 

officer. 

0™ rmire Judicial functionary and the Bench in complete. This is the 
Jfoonstf—a petty judge, whose authority is limited to suits for claims within 
300 Hooper*. If above that sum* the suit lies in the Court of the Judder 
Aineen, and appeal*, also, from the judgment of the Moonsif, are made to 
th.it officer. All these gentlemen have, of coarse, their courts or offices^ and 
several establifthments of native Umiak and assistants—writers, peons [>r 
messenger*. 

Though liLKt named—vety fiir from beinp bast esteemed or i alucd by the 
residents—is the Doctor who i* a mltiartf servant of Government, in 
mcrhcal charge of, not only hi* Mow Government officials, but the jail 
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inmates, To thriHu duties it is very probable be adds tho» of some other 
branch of the Ht'ryire, as in the case of our bust of Kishnaglmr, who is dio 
Postmaster Hegistrm* of Deeds—Inspector of tin College, nod JSnpcriuU-u- 
<knt of tiie River Tolls. Wien [ tell ran that tin- tallage on tin* middle 
nwr> alone yields an annual income, at a rough calculation, „f *W two 
Lacs and l« f 000 Roopnca-tlmt is ,€21,800.—and that the mimW rf 
[mymg tolls h, said to Ik about 80,000, you will ki able u> form «*nc idea r.f 
the extent af tralTjc on our Indian rivers. 

Rut to my subject. To tlie dvil station, then, an the near^t and only 
place of appeal, have till alienees, grievanetP, ;uul dispute* uueurriug for 
forty mRcs found, to be referred—so that, when to the usual “glnrious 
uncertainty of ihv law” and its delays, is added tin- yet greater eril— lIjc 
comipliuii id all the native rliaunek of approach to the tribunals, yon will 
not wonder that the pour wound ho freqnaollj prefer either “ first losses,” or 
investing the planter with all the powers of judge and arbitrator in then* 
nnmenmi disputes, in place of the miecnis loss of time oecnsioiieil by a 
(mipsir to tilt- civil station, and stoppage of nil lLoir little industrial affairs.

Portly on this account, and I under¬ 
stand, partly consequent ou some ingenious evasions having been practised, 
Government now almost invariably re-fuse to grunt what is culled a Bhuhi uru 
—that i», n division uf the property—limiting the responsibility of the various 
shareholders to that portion of the property which they really possr.-s; so

source of peril—of dispute—litigation,— and Labour lost. 

Independently of ri>h hi holding, there is difficulty in obtaining laud, 
which, consequent to I European enterprise in indigo districts, os you will 
hereafter s^e, Tins become so valuable that it is very seldom for wile,—or, 
when for sole, has acquired a price discouraging to tin: European speculator 
or planter. It is otherwise with the native capitalist. Not only is the 
honour and glory of being a Zumcendiir, or landholder, a thing coveted 
mid prized as giving him position and importance in the r^tiniatjnn of 
his eauutiyniL a n p hut ho is a dealt? in land, ami being f Mo the manner 
I Him/ 1 nm>t naturally, In his experience and familiarity with hi- own 
country-people, have advantages in his trafficking which do European could 
possibly possess. The Utter, nn tine contrary, is not n dealer in land; 
for the honour and glory of Zumecndarchip he erum* not one fsgj it makes 
of liim neither a knight-cif-thn-Hbire nor pari di-head tc. He requires the 
earth to cultivate, and labourers to plough and sow it. Hut it i* not every 
hind of earth that suit* his purpose, and therefore he must select portions of 
hmcl over u targe >paee of country which, from its nature, is snitable for hi* 
eottivftrion. For this reason, and the fact, that the same ground should 
not conthmondy lx? sown with the same crop, it could not profit him, nor 
the ltyut (the cultivating peasant) either, to buy or rent a whole tract of 
country in order to obtain a field here and a field there, which would require 
hi ft couplfi of years or n, to change Its cultivation* Thus, what with the 
difficulties and disadvantage* of huiding land direct from the Government, 
and though there are many European hmdhfdder* of tlint hind r there are far 
more who Irune and hold land in small er quantities under the Zumemidjuv 

A p; rpi'tual Ji .isr of land held under a Ziliuvcndiir ia called ft Putney _ 

and the holder is cal Led a Putfi*nd$P t who not only pays on advanced rent to 
the Zimieeiidur, hut a handsome price hr the same, LcMes are also held 
for short terms of from three to leu yean nr m+ These arc termed Eaundis, 
ami the holder* Efciirriors, who pay an advanced rent and a sidfimec, or bonus, 
beside** In either of these ways the planter is enabled to obtain smaller 
jnrtinns of laud,— about the quantity, probably, which he may require ; and 
to him arc nil rights uf Zmocciulam*, and the villages therein Vitimted trans¬ 
ferred* He pays Ins rent to the Zun&eondar, and the Zumcciidjir hi* to the 
Ouvcr nine lit.

But mark, after all, the frequent result to the MuhAjun; far notwith¬ 
standing his heavy term?, 1 am told, be rddntn makes much money, and 
many of his class arc even ruined 3 The fact is, that the system is so 
oppressive that the poor often break down beneath its yoke, nml m tlic 
good debi t hoaredy cover the bad. Tile Ryut, possibly finding himself in 
a hopclo* condition, rum away altogether,, and Leaved the MiiMjiiu without 
the slightest remedy. This is declared to happen in very numerous inutanccw; 
and thilfi, where to auch instances are added many more, in which dishonest 
Ryots have nm into debt without the intention to pay, or making any honest 
effort to do so—results, by an unhappy inversion of judgment, are made to 
justify the causes which produced them, and the good are oppressed to 
remedy the evil partly done hy the bad. So it is that between dishonesty' on 
the one side, and a grasping, ignorant. Kid illiberal policy on the other, 
neither party in btrnefitted i and. despite all advantages of ftoil tend climate, 
industry, under what would otherwise be the most favourable circumstances,

In tlie event of dispute as to the right of land, nr other matter of litiga¬ 
tion, the Zumccndar must of course carry the day; fur, unhappily, want of 
dncfitiou and of right principle*, it'mlcrs the sulioruiiig of witnesses a 
lamentably cosy matter to one who baa the means to pay for it For 
the reward uf a few mnun, men III the employ, or vtii of the employ of 
the Zmncendar, where mitueDce is always to lm regarded and feared, will 
swear to anything they have Ijeeu tutored in f There b, how'd'er, in the 
present case, little probability of this measure being resorted to; for 
although it is generally thought that the native* are fbiul of litigation, 
it can only be indulged in by men of Fomctlimg like an equality of means.

There in weakness of principle — the natural consequence of 
that weaknm of mind* the malt of ages of depression, which begets both 
mcunl and physical apathy-—and hence that want of honest exertions to fulfil 
engagements which in the minds of Zimiccndar* fitid MtfcMjmis very probably 
seems to justify those oppressive measures or terms which they think neees- 
miij to secure them from loss. Thun it is, however, that there is frequently 
n sy^ieni of rootnal nggrrerion—of offence and defence; hut it is declared 
that this principally originates in the im&eniputons grasping conduct. of the 
higher party. From rui experience of move lfirm twenty years, of thes e the

fstiLlilirtlknieut, who, either through admitted cnstnin t or imposition of belief 
that they ore acting with the knowledge or aul Imriiy, of khu master, arc 
guilty of a variety of exactions on the Hyufefy-—the latter unfortunates dread¬ 
ing their power or in II nr nee to do further harm* How far it h possible 
to Lave m check ujion this ls just the question, and! a very important one.

Lie has trudged and carried 
bis laud possibly| or paid a cunt in lor carrying u, in the sun all. day, find 
profited nothing. You make a purchase mid pay the seller. Your servant-; 
have had no more to do with it than the tnou in the union ; bm on reaching 
your apartment yuu luar a -quahhlmg m Lhe door;—they are ■ bimiug their 
dutitoree, or quarreling about its d iris ion. Thin you think not only the flesh, 
but the very forbidden blood aim of the bond. In a storm of virtuous 
indignation ymi forbid it ; uueI threaten fine ami discharge, nr nniiiliilattoii if 
you hear of it again.

Indigo, though us 1 "haH have oeoiHan to shew you, possessing many real 
advuiitnpw, direct mid collateral, is said not to be a popular crop with the 
Rvm*, No doubt there are circumstance* under 
which this want of popularity will lie accounted for 
and justified,—but if 1 hail reason to believe that 
tlda feeling were either universal or constant; if 1 
had not, on the contrary, reason, from all which 1 
have been enabled to see here, to regard the cultiva¬ 
tion as one capable, genendly , of ecmncctiug itscli 
advantageously with the happiness and well-doing of 
the poor of the land, and not as bring necessarily 
oppressive to them, 1 confess I should feel about as 
much temptation to make the subject of it# cultiva¬ 
tion a matter of entertainment to you as 1 should to 
he the guest of a slave-holder in Kentucky—in order 
that 1 might picture la yon the lienuty ntid profits of 
his plantations—omitting the groans of his victims. 

You will not suppose it to be my intention, how¬ 
ever, tu enter upon uny critical examination of the 
value of one order of culture over another a# affecting 
exclusively the immediate pecuniary tntoert* of the 
people, or of dogmatizing on a question which would 
require more intimacy with the economy of Indian

The chief accusation which ka» been brought against Indigo culture U, 

I imdenstainij that it has in some measure Eooiir►| to 1 iAt-cl Land which would 
otherwise have been devoted to crops of Rice—the moat important article of 
food to the native of India, and which it is assumed he could cultivate with 
more advantage to him&tdf. 

Here, m in. all disputed matters* we plunge into htdf-s-doKen proportions 
sod iuferencefci wliidij in fairness, require to he disposed of, in order to reduce 
the question to its simplicity. First—partly anticipating a subject 1 Anil 
eipeak of hereafter,—I may mention, that there arc two kinds ol Itiee s one of 
which, from being sown in low wet lauds, never can be interfered with by 
Indigo, which is totally oMoitod to suck soil, in hoibo dMtHiiCs this kind nt 
nee is said to form nearly Line-half, and in others very nearly the whole of 
the produce* Secondly,—it w asserted that at least four-fifths of ihc lands 
occupied by planters arc, from their nature, altogether until: for rice. But 
this estimate cannot be intended to apply individually to every district, as. 
for instance h it wmdd he false in reference- to this of Kish nag hur r where ail 
the high land cultivated for Indigo is erpiully suitable for Riccj whereas in 
part? of Jcs^nrc and Dacca, where bind is low, and large alluvial deposits 
occur, 1E Lee would nut succeed in such a soil at all. W hat i* called f Von 
land,—that is laud formed bv deposit near rivers alter the periudir min- 
ilrttionSj and well adapted fur' Indigo, is unfit fur the euhivatinti jf rice* 
until time has altered, its character, and rendered the diqiorit nu lougu 
liable tn early immdatimuk Again—hi hi^h land districts, SOB will not 
yield a good crop of rice for more thou two consecutive years* 1 1 
third year, 1 am t.dd. it will scarcely yield enough to pay the expenses if eul- 
tivation. The same laud, however, alternated with indigw and Hut exhibit* 
no symptoms of decay for several years. Thin system, it appears, pre 
throughout the Kishnnghur district.

BfsteiW 
and custom* appear to have grown tup in India, having had their origin in 
ipJ under dmiliiftances and eombkiftlioiis, for which hardly n parallel 
could hr found in English lift? or history, and hence require to be judged of 
with motion mid limbi icy; ^ hi 1*1, just a» obviously, home little time and 
patience an; necessary for that remedy and improvement which being already 
manifested in to large a degree r it may surely be anticipated will continue to 
progress. My present object in to ahuw you tithes as they ara—not wbat 
they might Ik; under jt dilfcieiit cmuitittUinn t such as may csriat hcmafUirwheu 
3nw>£ and people hove uudergone those mutations which, like a few moun 
on the chessboard* diwmmge and re-turtmge the relative portion* of every 
figure upon its chequered surface, Hem*, however,—referring to thin indmit 
on I he teimntj which, like so many other things, h* often p 1 I relieve, made 
without even the knowledge of the Planter, or in caress of what he might 
approve,—may in part :u-ise the alleged aversion of ityofca to nn application 
of their labiur which may not be voluntary, whether remunerative or not. 
Hut this observation can only apply to ofti tenantu—not to nt'w M who take 
]riiHC 1 *? ipf land, just as an EujiIikIi peasant rents his farm, with full knowledge 
of all its conditions; nor, of course, to RyuLh who Icaae land independently 
of the Planter, and yet take advances for the ctdtivotum of his Indigo. 
With tlicne latter the undertaking mml be voluntary. The Planter, however, 
sb-cLoren that his object in obtaining Zunicctnlaree right* in not so much to 
obtain hmi as to retire the realisation of hi* just claims from those who 
cuJtivaic it on bis behalf, and with his money; Wmisc, as already explained, 
no crop cun lie extensively grown in Bengal without the llyuts receiving 
jtc ( 7 (/rrtiicr of money 1 far their bdreurs,—a system prevailing throughout 
India; and when such advances an made in villages where the Planter has 
no influence or authority, the whole* it is urged, may Ire Inst from breach or 
contract m the part of lire Ttyut, or illegal ami possibly violent interference 
an that of the Zumceudar. Here is another branch of the innumerable 
ramifications of tliw almost intcmiinable qiicstfom The last-named party is 
laved with cornel lines opposing, from various self-interested motives, the 
enltimtioti of the Planter's indigo, by inciting the Ryut* to a breach of 
n intract, or to a quarrel, lit!set' the Planter's assertion that opposition to 
the cnltivalinn of Indigo lie* more frequently with the rich than the poor. 
No man, I imagine* would maintain that this can he it* exclusive source. 
To do *o would he to nmmftm that all Planters were alike, anil all faultless, 
and that no evil or grievance Finer arose in which the pra^iint could Ire right— 
the Planter wrong, and the interfering party actuated by Mjme little sense of 
justice or beHoroletiCf*; a state of thing* not likely to obtain until every 
Englishman be found with cherub wings on his back, and every native with 
hoof* instead of toes to his feet. The misfortune under which the poor of 
Bunged labour is nut merely that they should Ire so entirely under the control 
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□( tlitfH' wlirij hjh. ] hflii3 diDwii vuu, Ihr> it in their fioirrr tu tin them wring* hut 
that their utter want of eduoatmo renders them uiconsUtciit wMi ticnwlvHi 
\ liable to retfcd olio single word nr fiiyciiev, what control can tliov have avertliow? 
with whnwof Lliniiigliwkam, their tittle tnrnmtiam lie ?—and, tacking judg- 
numt mid murage, they voluntarily rivet the fetters of bondage in systems and 
practices amongst themselves that irupnwcridi them, ami which only a little 
midi igence, unanimity, and resolution, are necessary to overthrow. 5 * 

To retmu to the European anil hi a Ryot tenant*. The Gut—the mpeeta- 
tion and demand that tenants, whether old or new, should c id Sh ale :l certain 
reasonable purtion of tiiear laud far Indigo on mxuunt of the Phstei^ia ni 
uliee and frankly admitted; hut that it nets oppressively upon tliiau, or run* 
ilern their position in miy degree inferior to what it urns before, under the Zu- 
mccndiir, is emphatically denied,—Here, then, ia the immediate point at innuc, 
II it he shewn that ihe Ryufc is r loser by tlie new eoiinetrtin-M, it mini 
be in a proportionate degree (at rill events with the old tenants], an qppre*- 
rtioti; but if, on the contrary, it appears tlmt the advantage ia greater, or 
e^en equal, there will be none,—as certainly, it ha* been remarked, if the 
Rynt obtain* Uis usual profit or returns, 44 it matters little to him whether it 
he derived from Indian or anything dac/ 1 If, however. It he ihewu that the 
name reward, though it were nothing more, is obtained with less labour and 
trouble, which is declared to Ik- the cane,—to say nothing of the collateral 
advantage of assumed aid and protection from a more enlightened and liberal 
minded master in the European than in the Zumocndar’s Xaib mid villtigc 
Midhijun—then it certainly tfovt matter. I am assured that there have been 
■waium* at which the Rice crop* failing, the RyuU have hern thrown buck 
altogether upon their Indigo and the aid of the limiter,—aid which I Lave 
heard of being r a tended r oil wime oncflidpit of a smtvity ur famine in 

tlsi* district, hy one tirm, in loans to the Ryots to the client of Ino Lacs of 
Uoopres, or £&OfiQQ; the return for which was to hr- mode partly in Rice 
and partly by the cultivation of Indigo, at a more prosperous pt-ritsil,—pro¬ 
bably the following year* P hi Innfcti r opy. of count*, mu>t not rush in to claim 
all this as her exclusive offspring. It is instanced only m an illu^tration of 
one of the advantages which have attended, and may miam attend the 
presence of the European planier. Whatever amount of husiiim inienst 
imy have mingled with the hm of so large a mm of money—indeed, 
furnishing the menus and warrant for so great an outlny—(fhr nujti ration* 
with the pwjor cultivators llicomdves, might rise have died), it would be 
an outrage against British humanity to suppose that the dictates of duty

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A.nd benevolence had no share in the mutter, u* the period was one of 
extreme calamity—in short, an inundation and famine, when those who 
lent had themselves been henry sufferers. 

Th ha vau will observE how much must depend npon time* and mim 
Ln reference to interference with the cultivation of rice, my host here 
observes t u The rice craps are to ns secondary only in Importance to the 
Indigo. Dy their aid, rix months of the Ryuts' rente are paid, whilst their 
cold weather crops provide the remainder. If therefore, we pursued a 
system of grasping and rninoUfl monopoly, should we not wash the bridge 
irons under u> ? From whence should we pay our rents to the Zumeeiuhir, if 
I iv an insane and mud line of policy to worth the Ryots we deprive! them of 
the means of paying iMm io oh— or of cultivating the land cm our account? 
It is true—all planters are not alike. There are, no doubt, harsh planters, 
tis them are harsh masted in every occupation and pursuit in life, Irat such 
men are no greater in thtfir wisdom than their humanity, nor in their pros¬ 
perity than cither: on willing labour is the most expensive nf nil labour/ 1 
With respect to Iticu,—that hind, ns 1 have explained to you, with which 

idsmc Indigo ran interfere, and which, Mr. F- considers I he tent profit- 

ahfi 1 of all tlie ilvute' crops, he affirms that the only effect winch the 
cultivation of Indigo bus hail upon that produce, hue keen to incite a greater 
amount of industry Mid care in producing it, in order to nice! the increased 
demand of an increased population around the Factories \ and, lastly, elm to 
Indigo itadf—he declare h to me his conviction that, by an cndeavmir, with 
emutnan honesty and ordinary care and industry to carry out their eugagp- 
meats mi the part of the RyutH, the cultivation of the plant would generally 
be just os profitable os that of mast other crops ; but that in too many 
instance^ those honest endeavour*, from lack of energy and principle, arc 
entirely wanting. In truth, from all ] can gather of the mutter, there 
appear to be just three thing* which seem to deprive them of incentive to 
exertion j—ftret# the bbod-suckkg plague of ** Ihisio&rcef* under which, well 
might the poor Indian peasant enclaim with the Preacher ,— (i Whut profit 
hath a nmn nf alk his labour which he taketh under the siui?** Secondly— 
their connection with the M LiliijTm—the evils of which, equally obnoxious 
to the Preacher's text., I have already shown you; und, thirdly, the 
system of udrtmrtw. If the cut ire fruit* of their Indigo labour* had to he 
received on cmnpfetiun, they would feel a greater amount of intcre-t in the 
result; and devote# it in likely, more of their energies to the planter's crop, 
to make the best of it ; but no sooner have they received Ida advances 
than, 1 ten to one/ they must go off to the Muhajun ; nay, it is possible his 
man accompanies them to receive the money, and to the Muhajun is every 
pice of those advances very probably made over. They arc most likely— 
indeed almost surely—already in hia debt, and have to make thrir tntttomazy 
arrangement* with him for supply of provisions for the year. With all his 
poverty the Bengal pennant, like Ids brethren of the city, for whose 
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prurience 1 msi vouch, is improvident ako tu it remarkable dcgnu* He will 
lav out on n marriage or festival* a* much as would keej► him for several 
months Tiny, for a whole year. The U.mmiroMe Mr, Shore, wW- 
experience, added to his ljcflevolftnt amcl impartial spirit in all tilings afleetmg 
the natives of India geimr&Uy, renders him a wdc authority, olwem*#:— 
■ d Thu improvidence of the natives of Titdia f particularly of the poorer 
dosses* is one of their strongest ehurtu-teristics Ion indeed was ^mu i idiy 
the cose with the peasantry of Eughuid, before the institution of navi up 
hunts, Ik: unfit nfabft, &c>] The men are constantly banwing enmn t which 
they hare no rcosciuahlc means of ever repaying, to espttnd in naarriagea and 
feasts, front the vanity of having the credit of giving fine entertainments ; 
ami not unfrequeiitly take advances from two or three different individual^ 
espcciallv from the mdign-pluiiterH^ who are defrauded to an immense extent 
in fhia way.” 

Elsewhere, also, Mr. Shore remarks :— JJ The majority of the lower orders 
of natives, on occasion of a marriage in the family, or oilier ceremony, 
never think of future consequences: they are urged by vanity and the 
instigation of their relatives anil connections to make as hue a display m 
possible: and often Ikhtqw sums which emhamis them for years, nr even fur 
their lives ” So the money lender's bill is increased;, it may he, by flame- 
thing nf this kind, and in this way the Ryut makes himself over to the 
MuMjim — and has thus "two masters” The money he has received 
from the one lias gone,—and with it, it is reenable enough to suppose, a 
certain share of interest in the object for which it was given. ^ The other has 
tu bo conciliated to keep supplies in order—anil so there is likely to be, 
whether necessary ur not—a clashing of interests in the distribution of the 
Rjut's time and labour. The Mnliujun mas bis influence to ^ at tent™ to 
hi* crops f*o ther nmv \m termed), and the planter is under the necessity of 
keeping three field servant* IP everv 300 Higgato «f hind to prevent neglect 
of Hie Indian " If ( H p my friend here) the Ityuts were bonest and did 
not need this sniper vision, bow much more gladly would I distribute the 
money devoted to this purpose [about one thousand RoOpees a month, 
amongst themselves m extra pay for their plank than fa payment of m 
ck tabli b liment only to luok after them.*

1* it wonderful if men nrv found to shirk them?—1 am assured, however, 
that there are very many Eyttf* who, hoiust and industrious, seem almost 
invariably (the eusindfira of retoon of cotme excepted) to be successful in their 
Indigo cultivation i and others almost as consistently to be the reverse. 

Assuredly, the character of the natives of Bengal (and here 1 speak from 
my own experience] is n strange ineoiisisteitcy. Indifferentj slow", and

Look nt the poo t rice-fed peasants who carry 
von a dfik journey, I should tike to nee a dozen or pixtncru Englishmen, not 
trained for months previously, four of wliom at a time, changing every lrnlf 
mile or ^ would take up a pftlkeu, in itself weighing about 100 pound*, anti 
with n gentleman of probably thirteen or fourteen stone weight inside it, 
trot off a distance of twenty-two milee without stopping! A plant itt, ainn., 
tolls his servants in the evening that bv must he at such a station, or factory, 
flixtecn nnilcsi Ldf, the next morning, lie ri^es ist five o'clock—canter* off nti 
horseback at six, and oik reaching hi* declination finds hi* hc mutts there 
before lii nip—cooking and preparing Li.* breakfast ! They have walked there 
in tike night. 

j!ut to return. No one dreamy I believe, of Indigo making the poor 
Bytits' ftirttlne. Poor they arc at the bfet, and poor they will remain, I fear, 
until by great moral, educational, and other changes, towards which Planter* 
themselves are the most bound to contribute, the condition of the whole body 
of the people be raisedthen, indeed, they may have sense to abolish 
esiravagtincies—courage to resist impositions that impoverish them, and 
enlightenment enough to understand ponm of the simplest principles and 
maxim*, in lniin&u conduct and affairs. All that appear® claimed by the 
Planters themselves is that the Ryut* under them have, in some degree, gene¬ 
rally improved! in their condition p and not retrograded ; and that u variety of 
advautagcDim cire uni stances, sometimes experienced in a marked degree, 
attend the connection with the factory eltmI the cultivation of Indigo. 

Doubtless if the returns of the Planter were sure and uniform, those to the 
Byuta would he improved; but the risk# are extremely great: a few showers 
too many, and a Lac of Roopees may be gone iu a day!—or, oil the other hand, 
too few, and nearly equal logs ia occasioned' The Planter, however; declarer 
that he is [ls liberal as circumstances permit him; and, iu the district around 
here, points to the fact that whereas at one time the Byut was paid only one 
rtiqpec for tr-n bundles of plant, he in now paid the same sum for /our. But 
itit wGif in/} maker of 1 Dwttvom* yet remain*: and until lhai nboniiimliou lie 
removed, the Planter will be debited with the odium of loss arising from the 
extort Lou of his servants r and the capabilities of the crop to benefit the culti¬ 
vator never fairly known or tested. 

That, notwithstanding nil disadvantages, the gigantic capital pointed to 
by the Plan tern—upward! of a imUiomand-a-hnlf of money, yearly engaged 
in the manufacture of Tiidigoj and which, whether actually remitted imm

As touching tbe Planters—preponderating in their tavoixr, Uu the am 
hand they were aocuricd of adopting smjustifinblc means of nlitnmmgj at 
the tnonlleit pOMhfe cost, all the Indigo whkli they were enable of manu¬ 
facturing;—of driving hard bargsdns with the Ryuts—-of taking advantage 
of their wants, their wenknir*, or cupidity, ami occ&suiiinUy, when ncces- 
sjiry, using force—or by boieli mean* compelling %ut> to enter into 
Indigo engagements, and refusing to nUuw them ever to free themselves 
ftttm such eugagcitionts—to which may he added the more justifiable and 
hitter Complaints—ngainat tin- extortions and oppression of the Amfoh, or 
Factory H'rvnnti.* On the other band, the Planters obtained credit fur

at large: the Ziunccmkus becoming wealthy and prosperous ; the Rvuts 
materially improved in thrir condition, and possessing many more comforts 
than the generality of tny countrymen, where Indigo cultivation and 
manufacture art* not carried ua; tic value of land in the vicinity greatly 
enhanced, and cultivation rapidly progressing/'* 

In concluding this subject it may not lie uninteresting to know the 
opinion which one amongst the mod laborious and talented of uiir Omentors 
General, Lord W. Bcntm.dk, raruc to upon the subject of Indigo planters 
at the time of the iinpiiry 1 have alluded to j because iL gin> so much 
weight to all that has been said, and can he said, on the subject of the 
important bearing which the conduct of European* has upon the condition 
of the pcoplc T ami of the good which they hare it in thrir jitii&tr to liestnw 
nro and them.

May " a liberal and enlightened system” be the prevailing and reward¬ 
ing policy of the British planter in I ndia j and prove indued ^ufheient to 
show that " what might hr hoped for” from the mil ightemnept—the es ample 
anil superior power of educated English gentlemen, has been realised in 
the universally condfetscd ini pro ring condition of the many thousand* nt 
[hfKir, amidst whom an Almighty hmid r for great end* and jrarfH^es, bun placed 
them. 

I greatly wish to sue a 11 Planter's Calendar/* wherein—in addition to 
those tabular htetfintenta we see in the Calcutta paper*, of kf out-turns of 
Indigo for the siea^ou by the various factories through out the country, which 
arc published 1 believe nupre to gratify a little spirit of vanity as to the most 
successful phmtenddp, than for any real value in the iiiformntiori, conveyed— 
there should be a neponi/ table of statistic^ allowing the number of village* 
and Rvuts pt?rtaining to each Factory ;—the number of school# and hospital* 
eflinbllsbcd under its uospioes)—-of scholar* taught and patients treated y —- 
the number of ploughs and wire belonging to the Hynta;—the total value 
realised to them by their various crepe ;•—the number of unfortunates who 
w err in the hand* of the MnhujnUj and the number released,— together with 
the rates of mercnsc and decrease of population for the year, Such a table 
might indicate a noble subject for emulation, worthy the spirit—and such u 
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spirit I sec around wo hem—of those -who, rightly pruud of what thev hare 
rectum*— might hare far more cause for pride in what they have ghen. And 
then — 1 should like to Ik; tin Eoiperor, to present a jewrfUd medal to the 
moat successful competitor!

The plant km which Indigo is obtained ifl mdi^iiiotis to India, It is 
grown all over the Bengal Presidency, and Nflfrth-Wc&t provinces,—in a 
portion of Madras, and to some small extent in Sindh, where, ns well ns in 
Burma h and Assam, the dye (which is said to Lave lietm ttsad in the East 
firm the earliest ngno 1 b roughly manufactured in trilling quantities by 
the natives. 

Fifty yean ago* before European -Li 11 and enterprise existed to any 
extent, the natives about Jcssore and kid mug bur* in Bengal, were in the 
habit of obtaining the dye in a very rough manner, and bringing the fecuk 
which was, of course* of the oommonest kind, in smatL earthen vessels, 
and offering it for *JiJe It is imtvriwaJly admitted thnt the Improvement 
in the quality of Bengal Indigo, which has enabled it in command so exten¬ 
sive and nearly es elusive a sale, is entirely to be attributed to British tdrill aiul 
capital. Bengal is reported to supply almost the whole consumption of Eng- 
Lands and in addition, a large proportion—which is said to be a* much U four- 
fifths—of the whole world. 

As to the cite tit of cultivation* the amount of produce fijf any one 
season can hardly furnish you with an idea, Thn mercantile record* for a 
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recent yaw?, for instance, alow a return of about 3,3fi8 torn, uf tD 

have been exported from Bengal to Great Britain, France, ami other places.* 
linuninuis sw Ibis quantity may 1 h>, it will probably not convey to 3*011 an 
iiupro^ion uf any tiling very rcrmufkablc ; but, faestrhg in mind t.lus aiuonnt, 
wkn I idl you that to produce one small cake of’this valuable material^ 
three inches and one-quarter s'jmLre (when dry), and about eight and a half 
ounces in weight, upward* of the thirtieth part uf an /«jra of plant is con¬ 
sumed, you wil], perhaps, bts better able to form an idea of the great extent 
of land nver which it is titivated. 

There are two descriptions of liadigo plant* The one let termed Dam (a 
term applied to any produce of Bengal), and the other ^country. The first 
is grown throughout the lower provinces upon lands not liable to early 
iuuudutioau. The " up country" upon lowlands where, consequent on thvk 
liability to inundation, it is an object to have the crop reaped four ur five 
weeks in advance nf the other; ii* growth being bo ran eh more rapid. The 
up-djEintry plant runs up in little mom than one Jffitpendkukr item, and 
require*, therefore, more seed to he xmd in sowing, whereas the Diwee 
plant p though it does not spring by any means so quickly, grows, if the sail 
he good, like a shrub—covens the whole surface of ilic ground* and generally 
™ld» a much larger quantity of plant per acre than the up-eunntry weed 
ever doe*. Tory little of the up-txmntry kind is used at Muhath, where the 
Jand is high, but a small quantity ia sown at Sook^%tir, where it i.-i much 
lower, 

In what are termed highdund Factories — not subject, therefore, to inun¬ 
dations— somewhat advantageous mean* present them selves of obtain iug a 
large supply of seed. After the usual crop has been eat, ft plough is run 
through the ground amongst the stubble* to loosen the soil, and give the plant 
iresdh strength. If the went her hr favourable afterwards it ahoota nut again 
]iLviirtant[y fc growing to more than half its original height. During October it 
a^dn ilowem, when a pod is formed, and in the mouth of December the plant 
is cut for seed. 

To a high-land Factor it is of importance to obtain m much of the seed 
tlHl poteiblc io this- manner, whether cultivated on his own account or on that 
nf the Ityut p and the advantage* he derives are two-fold—direct and indirect: 
first—-in his. obtaining a supply upon the gctitsin cnees of which he can 
depend; and secondly, in the money Ijeing BKpended amongst hij own ftyut*. 
SlionJd the original crop have been a good one, the seed-sup now to bo 
obtained fimni it is said to he a very profitable one to the Ifyril, hetwceii 
whom and the Planter there is gen trail y an tiudi^rstmiding that sneh iced 
should always be taken by the Factory at an average of four Boopera per 
maund, ("nibs.)—-a price which its sometimes under the market value, and

He has thus two crops rowing in the 
B»me noil- Should the original crop have Wh lmfavoumblc, the Ryot is not 
ma&H to cultivate the Heed, as it would neither benefit himself nor the 
Factory. Tu this ease, therefore, he just ploughs it up, (tod sows whatever 
crop may please him. 

IndqM-ndL-ntly of seed obtained in this manner, a very large quantity of 
plant is sown expressly for seed in Hie month of June, The crop in enlti- 
Taled pi die usuid wuv,—reaped late ill November, an*! the produce, if 
belonging to the Ryut, taken to market far sale Like any other commodity. 
Plant thm sown, however, for seed, i* extremely expensive to cultivate. It 
ia never sown before the rain* have well set in, and require* to be kept 
so dean and well weeded (at a season the least favourable thereto}, that the 
expense incident to it? cultivation h snob that, unlcsi* the harvest be a good 
one, it can never repay the sower* Planters rarely, if ever, cultivate it. 
A crop of this kind., with many nth™ in Bengal, is grown entirely on their 
own account by Ryuts that are not needy—who can employ their spare time 
in attending to it, knowing it to h c one that wbU meet w ith ready sale. 
Under such eiroim stance^ as they have not either to pay, or be paid, for the 
labour of producing it, they can rest content with knowing that, whatever 
the result, it will be so mn ch clear gain, l.t is for similar reasons that 
natives can obtain advantages from sowing sugnr-caUG, which Europeans 
never can hope frr. The former employ? Ida own time mid that of hi a 
children h plough ers, and the hangers-on upon his family r in attending to the 
cultivation, which thttfL, costing him comparatively nothing, must iu its 
returns yield him nearly all profit. It becomes, in short, a kind of wind¬ 
fall; whereas the European* having to pay for all this bihour, might Ik? 
Likely to find himself a hundred roopees in pocket—and u hundred and fifty 
out / Sugar, the mulberry for silk, and pepper, are favourite crops with the 
native*, from the fact of n tm&ll extent of land yielding them a large return; 
and these thin g* are cultivated, ns I have observed., by the various depen¬ 
dents in a mm*s family. In some parts of the country, however, particularly 
I believe, in Jcfisore, partly it maybe front a Lavuiirabte nature of soil j Indigo 
intended for seed is sown by the natives, not only voluntarily but by choice, 
as one of the most profitable of their crops. 




V\> will now suppose that the t-eed has been obtained; when after being 
carefully winnowed and picked by women, who are employed for that 
purpose, it is k towed away in the Seed Guhthx, or Etore-btui5cs f —little 
circular buildings formed of mat and bamboo, covered with a thick thatch 
conical roof, resting cm a well-railed and arched foundation and door of 
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brick prtMflttting altogether tk> picttinaqiiu form an d 
English corn-rick.

In the ease I have just assumed, that of the Uynt not repaying even Ins 
advances, the deficit is curried to Ids debit, in order limt he may repay it, ‘ 
possible. bv he nett yea* cultivation. He receive hi* lr ^ u tl(hlu, «*' 
frotn which a certain portion only of hri debt in. deducted, in |l|1tr m tuoi t 
rate its pressure, tout enable him to get on, in the hope "I butter tort mm 
attending him the succeeding season. Hut whether fortune, or esi rtu>n, or 
wstt-in be at fault—of the sad adhesive tendency of debt, a melancholy 
ffiartmti t m has been afforded mo by a neighbouring Factory statemeut, 
showing a sum of Imd debts from those unpaid advances alone, ever a space 
of many years, to the extent of two Lues of liooiMX*—or tSU.OiMII 

In the system, however, yurt described, the Uyut is saved the loss attend* 
mg as&tance from the MnHjim, beam® by the Phmtcr he », °f 
charged luv interest whatever; but hence, also, have arisen himentn dc 

instances of double-dealing on the part of dimmest Ryuts which have led to 
those dispute* and breaches of the prime, at one time so senously extensive 
in Indigo districts between neighbouring Planters. The system of utwmre* 
is, indeed, the root of that great evil which for so long a time brought the 
character of the British planter into such sad disrepute, by representing him 
in the character of a fighting marauder, or lawless launder depredator, 
whilst, like Othello, “ perplexed in the extreme" he wfu, 1 am Jed to 
believe, in most instance^ only availing himself uf the roughest and readied., 
and, under the imperfect state of administration of the law, most effectual 
tnude «*f protecting his own rights and Interests—by taking tile law, ui short, 
jntcf hil own ljundi. 

Huk disturbances —now so rare everywhere, and in most districts 
altogether abolished, frequently an*' in this maimer : X dislmiicst Ryut 
would receive advances from a planter fur the cultivation ol 11 certain 
quantity of Indigo land; when on the perfection uf the plant, it 
ducuvered that tin- llvut ha>l token o, trainm from to n ptcmler* fir the. sajim' 
crop' The cutting time came, and one of tin planter* obtained hi form¬ 
ation its to the insecurity of liis Totcrcntv. He immediately appealed to 
the magistrate of the district, who w» perhaps thirty or forty miles off; 
but he passed an order on the DurOgsh, nr district police officer to proceed 
to live place—inquire into the matter, find fin what might be necessary. 
It was, however, just ninety-nine chances tmt of a hundred that thin 
worthv wonlii act according to the dictates of his own convenience, and 
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in favour of the ride wind* paid him the ]wiAmmeat for his interference 1 
—Or it might be that the Znmvi'.mhr, or his Xstili, stepped in + olVriug 
on Certain flMlditions of advantage to hmadi\ to exert hi* influence over 
the Ryute to assist in the matter. This i\m planter most likely refused to 
clo, whctmipou the mflrnmn thus pmfuretl was very probably thrown into 
the opponent^ wak, and thu planter called on tliV police to protect In. 
interns J but this notnricmdf corrupt body — that is the Darogab* or 
enarntive lu.ad dtcreof, hiring received a consideration from the opposite 
parties, took, of course, a very different view of tiu> case, whorempeu - the 
planter—the one whom l have burned hi be the more hudepondesit and 
ttm£tght-&rward of the d i*pii tnubr—found himself driven to the resource 
of sending out hi* otto fumed Huiprast^ to protect his rightful property, 
and thereupon a cdMon, «vcu with loss of life, became very far fttiiu nil 
impossible event. 

In mmt' o± these dispute*, the etui tending planters were both Europeans, 
but they were more likely to occur where mug wa* a native planter* for 
there wi re many more native planter* formerly than now, and in this case 
tbere were* it tuny readily be t*npposed t greater cJ^ments of difficulty in 
the Toy of an amicable adjustment. In the present day, however, at 
Ir.isL in the majority id district*,, not only luts a system of bon vj dories 
been iiiU'Ljdueed, which prevent!* disputes uf this dmractcr, hut the pos- 
r>-es:-iLjri by LnropeaJis in mi large a ilr^ruc at the proprietary right of 
~4>\\, making the Tiyuta their own tenants— renders their occurrence almost 
ijiipyiHihie, 

in the Xeezzibitd cultivation, which I have already oxpkmwb the planter 
hiu-no Byut or intormedinte JLgent hetween himself and the cultivatiiin of 
the noil, on which he employe exdimvdy his own labourers; and hence 
tills ftystcin i* a and ever was, free from all fears of disturbance. 


Having fiiimiiiiriEed you with the two systems acultivation, I have 
now to describe the manner, amt this nfcti k in two ways. First of all r vs to 
Ehe soih The richer this is the lieiter, and there sijoidd be good drainage 
to prevent any lodgment of water, When the sod is tbus favoiuahie 1 1 align 
may be sown in it mireiii ill i ugly for three or four year*—fcomeluiies even 
longer. It is t how ever p judicious to ehtuigc m soon a* it nm well be done, 
rota turn of empa l«.'ing essential everywhere; fur a! though il will nut appear

une kind, it may appear ^tranp 1 that She longer land is cultivated in Bengal 
for any one crop, the more expensive hecomt 1 ^ at^ mild vat™. Sr mij chow 
llie w, j■•!I - norm irm/ year in mnrajte. The more r'mjueiir tin- riihreatiou, 
particuUrly for any one crop, the greater the jilisuidanee of wild vegetation. 
The earth appear* teeming with the germ of life, which only requires to be 
frequently exposed to the air to spring into hmirkmee; and on digging u 
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little deeper than iffiiinJp tins only result U to bring op * 0111 ^ fradi order of 
jiiniTlr that people hud seldom if ever seen btforti! In new i^ fc d, 011 the 
contrary* whence n ilotiftC! jungle \\m but just been rcniovii^—wdl th%i may 
not have been turned up for d century, rich hi strength, and full of the g^rni 
of rank vcgcUtioti, lit which ymi might suppose that hi ilie first instance a 
cmji would be u nailde to ttmteud willJi jibeI be choked by tln j quantity of 
weeds l hat. would appear* the very revere is the case. Buck hoil throws up 
sciHfO’lj any jungle, n iift ti^juircft very little ^L'ediug. So mill b tbi^ known 
in various parts of Bengal, tout alan in Ahnnm, where the country is very 
thinly peopled, that fnr many crops the ason? soil i» never cultivated fur more 
than one nr, perhaps* two years* Tim exuberance of jungle vegetation 1 
have jiifit dcacnb&flj iu a much !«*« degree under it syslmu of rotation, 
which seems to take up in turn certain principles in the earth llmt would 
otherwise go to the more abundant nourishment of weeds. 

Of the agri cultural law I have here referred to, futuHttn qf effo/w* p yon are 
probably already aware*-—and of its arising from the fact that when, after u 
certain time, n soil, from being exhausted of some certain principle in its 
nature, will no longer yield a particular produce, another* judiciously chosen* 
as requiring a different kind of nourishment, may advantfigncmiily l?e mwn iu 
it;—that there arc particular crops—ihos# culled ,h white crops," sncli a_s the 
various kinds of com, which are ^exhausting' 1 to the soil* and others,, 
termed “groan crops/ 3 that rather tend to ” a meliorate" it* With the 
ad vantage of this rotatioiij however* tin - : natives are even now only very 
partially ocfpi aimed,—-with its principles, as a mode of Following the laud, 
not at all. Tln-y know tlmt certain soil, suits particular crops, anil that 
gome plant * grow well after certain other?—as Rice after Chillecs, or Indigo, 
and rice term —but they know no more* and may ho said lo owe the syste¬ 
matic tntroducriofi of the practice* m far a* it extends, to the European. 
Thus* during the intervals of Indigo growth* a crop of Homo kind of pulse, 
or oft Mid, i^ generally sown and reaped in nuffident time to prevent inter¬ 
ference with the Indigo* sown in April* tn high laud Dietaries the planter 
hinisdf prolmhly, hm n portion of his land wilder MW oil-seed crop*—such 
as mustard, a seed from which an immense quantity of oil, commonly used 
by all native* of Bengal, both for culinary and tojlci purposes, is maiittfttc- 
fared. Generally speaking, however, (or private miUivatinn) Ls kept 
free from mti-rmnlinte crops* whereas in Ryiilce- cultivation, where a change 
of land is not available, the Indigo plant is no sooner cut iu August than the 
plough is in the ground again, and uiLsct-da of various kinds,, but chiefly 
mustard, ore grown. In one instance, nt least, another advantage attends 
this allcruatiou of crops, and that is in the case of the Tobacco pLanl + the 
soil for which having necessarily been carefully cultivated and manured, i? 
very favourable for Indigo; but by far the most marked and important 
advantage h found in the exchange which vs almost yearly afforded between 
the Rice and Indigo lands* to which reference wan made in my lust Letter.

The firal, 
uhrdi may he termed ordinary cultivation hy aid of (ihnigh pad harrow,' 
requinsi at hast nt> preJhninujy expWtiDji; hut the second, which i>i 
termed ChUfttmx (nr scattering) in peculiar. J imagine, to India and tits 
Ade. \ou art* probably already aware tlmt i.lie Indian riven, are subject, 
like that of Egypt, to the niur-t extensive unmdsritnu. So ettnirire, indeed, 
that large tracts of laud upon their margins arc entirely submerged. These 
flnodsige continue for probably three months, and on the receding of the 
waters it is round that, consequent on the vast quantities of mil brought 
down by thc power of the stream, a tlspmt of soft sandy mud fin* taken 
place. This « formed a c&ur, The deposit varies in ihickne**, amending 
to place, from four inches to as much ns three and four foetf Here, tlien, 
is an MQBflirritaUy farmed bed, all ready for sowing. No ploughing, or 
mtmg, or other preparation is ueeenfmiy. Immediately that the water lias 
rccralwl. and before the deposit cun bear the weight of a num, the seed is 
Strewed over its surface, mid, like 11 bread cast upon the waters, to return 
nfrer ninny (lays," there left to germinate.

phiee before April* because tin: various mips,—such as wheat; hurley, 
mlmet-Oj must aiiI, linseed* ehflleev, and other*,—have iirsl to be removed* 
and the earth re-mkivaled. 

In, Imr-luiul factories, nr wherever lowlands are occupied by planters* 
tfue first ^livings occur in October, and have* therefore, already taken 
plaer in some few' parts of Mnlnatli. Them sowings are confined to laud* 
wliieh have been inund*kd, and after the waters hare recedijd, retain 
a sufficient amount of moJatnre to pause vegetation* and at this pgnod* 
of course the ChLttftiiee sowings also occur.

advantage for Indigo. When the mjiI hm Ijecome weakened it is simply 
allowed to lie fallow, and cattle are probably turned into it to groaej 
after which perhaps it may yield good tlndclling-grass before being again 
brought under cultivation for the regular erapa. Sometimes the land lies 
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liillow from mere wont of Dnu to cultivate it■ and here and there kin 
|jatch»i of poor soil are found which no means are taken to improve, and

Were I in the 
City, where crucify to the poor over-worked bullocks U u crying sin and 
shame, I should assuredly here require n vent for my indignation, hut 1 *m 
happy to say that the discredit and the cruelty uf mutilated tails and galled 
humps appear to lie confined in the town—far I, at least, have observed 
nothing of the kind to disfigure rural life here, or detract from the pleasure

Mr last dcscriljed the agricultural doings here ns having brought the 
ground into n state of preparation lor ncc-cI* and that is a* much as generally 
uikt- place in the month of Fibniury, Should ruin dliatma to fall a nffia ten tly 
early „ the *priiif’*awmgs may commence in March, in which event the 
Planter consider* himself fortunate, Such sowings arc gcnondl} 1 the tx-st, 
because the plant ? by being iu the puund early p attains u Butlicicnt degree 
of strength before the hot weather Beta in to bear it better than a younger 
plant could do j. but, as a general mle> there lo addon] reason to look for 
any extennive m wings before April* That lime has arrived* and the regular 
spring-sow inga have for several days been hi active operation around Mid- 
niith. Of these operations but little description b required. Tbs seed is 
hotm by ilia simple proci^ of h^ul-strewing,—the elod-breoking harrow is 
spin passed over the ground* arid the work is done. 

Besides tliOiG of Indigo aud Rice, the rowings of the present month 
include a variety of other product, as Hemp, of which there are three 
descriptions^—FeppcTj Turmeric, Man Kuchoo, and Gonroo Kuchoo, species 
of the Egyptian Amm*—Sweet Potato—Ginger, nnd Sugar-cane—an article 
but little cultivated by the people., consequent on the trouble and expense it 
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occasions* and the little eisconra^eTneiit otTcrcd, at least in the districts about 
here, lor its production. 

As generally anticipated, about this period there has- been a little rain, 
n ltd* b eonserpuciiof, a rapid change has come tiler the whole surface of the 
conn try, So rapid, indeed, are the operation* of nature in this fertile soil, 
that wit !ii n aim lie forty-eight hours the Indigo germinates* and shews itself 
above the ground, find in six or se ven days tile whole fields arc covered with 
plant,—probably half an inch high, From a sterile, burnt-up nppeanmea, 
therefore, the country around la now tnuisibimed into a sheet of beautiful 
cultivation springug from the ground ' t the dark line of the Tiirligo licatitifiiUy 
relieved by the delicate light green of the H ici‘ fields. Indeed, the whole 
place is brightening into life and verdure, and despite the Ihft-iucrcMiiig 
power of the sun, every object around is acquiring a more interesting aspect. 
Amongst them* let me not forget the village of Mulh&tb* which l Imve not 
hitherto named—almost hidden from view by jungle, thickset hedge*, 
and trees. Here the Factory iwirauts or the humble kind have their resi¬ 
dences,—of which 1 can only stay that, like all native dwellings, they arc 
more conducive to the picturesque of a drawing* than to the comfort of 
their inhabitants. Principally formed nf mud, plastered over a frame work 
of bamboo, with one narrow door-way, mid a hole of probably a foot square 
for a window, and a mud floor* what comfort eon there exist within ? 

No furniture?—yon inquire, Indeed, were I to euy name, 1 should 
lie but little from the truth*—for I believe that in ninety-nine out of one 
hundred coses* the following would he found an inventory of the household 
goods and chattels of a Bengalee of the humble* if I may not include the 
middling—classes :—

Happily for the poor of Bengal, m tew arc their wain*, and so cheap 
their food** that when con*[tiering the "pole chilling want" of Europe, 
where the real pstngB of pofoitj in extremity of climate, on: alone fcJt b 
their full b curare, its pH rations here arc, in comparison, almost JUm-cxititeut 
in the balance. But truly, whatever their mean* may he T the Bengalee 
appear to have little idea of comfort in common with our own ; and it 
is perhaps the more remarkable, after being so long associated with European* 
(I speak more particularly of those in the city)* that they should have 
picked up so few" notions of jtcrsonuJ comfort or convenience around them

The UStmter’x "Naffar* 1 which is made of Sola, mid 
covered, ns all the rest arc, with white linen, is lew elegant, but 
inure effiectual, Tiic two peaks tuv more projective; anil 
to the hinder part, in place of the ends of u scarf, ju in 
the original “\apier" just sera, there is a Hitched a 
curtain to protect that part of the human frame—the 
na[ie of the neck, or upper part of the spine, which i> 
said to bo more susceptible than even the head itself to 
injury from the aim. No. 11, or tile Jockey, i.v a further 

modification of the “Napier/' and a further and tudicroUB 
departure from its elegance of form, To these that, 
belong (tho first '"Napier” excepted) almost raclusiwsly 
to the Mafnsml, may be added the common Military ot 
x,,r, J Undrew Cdp t with a loose wliite cover, which being 
wadiltil with cotton, and ratending down the nujie of the Lieut, though not 
equal in efficiency to the others for long eijuamrc, is yet a very serviceable, 
neat, and comfortable covering, width Las liecii extensively 
introduced iuto the army. There is another description of 
Topee, worn by gentlemen in the City and elsewbWe, in their 
morning or biuinasa peregrinations,—a fcJt "wide awake/' 
around which a white "piigrcc," nr muslin 
band, is thickly wound, a fold of it thrown 
over the upper part, and the end falling down over the back 
bf the tieck,—the whole forming a sort of compromise lw* 
tween that most unmeaning and tasteless article of European 
costume, a bluet hat, and mi Oriental turlmrv. 

Whilst the Planter obtains protection from the dreaded sun in the 
manner here described, suited to hi* itinerant and active habits, the labour¬ 
ing peasant sects a like security,—if not under hi., polm-lcaf afcatta or 
umbrella,—beneath the wnplc folds of a cloth wrapped about the bead, 
surmounted, it may he, by u broad wicker-work Taka, mir l i y have 5 h fW o 
you on the head of the Ploughman; or more leisurely watches Ids cultivation 
from beneath the roof of his After a, or straw hovel, erected for that purpose 
ill thr midst of hi§ plantation.

MorXTKn on (lap sleek of that modern Pegaimti—-a steamer—a pleawmt 
trip on board the " iliraapore/' the largest of our Indian river hoat^ brought 
mo upon my present virit into the Mofu^ul hi sis bourn to ^ookaflgur* 
instead of linking if prolonged to n couple of days* tedious journey ifi the 
turdy budgerow. The superior deviation of a stetum'r, also, towering over 
all the native croft, —through fleets of which, unwieldy, and iLiiiimiiagedde 
as they are, spread over the whole breadth of the river, nothing hot much 
*kifl r ern^ and patience, on the pai rt of the cniiimtitidrT, could avoid running 
ei, dozen of them down—afforded a view of the bank* and emmtiy generally 
which I never hefoip enjoyed. 

On reaching thosfc parts of tho* conn try where cnltivirion woidd he seen, 
the effects of the late excessive rains were dietrcsainglv apparent* At a 
delta formed hy the junction of two branches of the river near Trebury, vr 
JMniberia, the locality of the AlassioE] School, established there aJi the tear

gtoupa ± served to mark any di-itruction between the two streams. The 
water almost everywhere was on n level wiili the bank, which in the dry 
season will He seen to oyer-top it by several feet— in Mine places m many m 
twelve. Tbtoj upon arriving at SoolcsAgur* the place, hut for the Louse, 
would have been indistinguishable, far the gMt or Inn ding , up which I have 
hitherto been accustomed to c! am her full seven and eight feet, wets now 
below the edge of the boat from which I stopped ashore,. You may hence 
gather tome idea of the rise of our Indian rivers. 

Arrived at the Loom* T learnt that riding was out of the question, and 
thill arraiigeiuents had been made for my travelling l>y palkce. The country 
was flooded hi Ml directions, and the destruction of Indigo plant thronglumt 
the whole ^ooksAgur plan tal i uii hail In .-oil ruinous. The land, ua 1 before 
stated, ii* ail low,—the plant, consequently, near the river, entirely submerged, 
and that which, being more inland, has escaped total destruction will be 
ho saturated, stunted, and washed, pa to yield the very poorest union ut of 
colouring inn tier. The dejected Gaunt* taV account of the dixuters of the 
season, were only equalled in dolorous tone by that of the Khidmutgar when 
detuling tlie pains lie had so fruitlessly been at in daily preparation, three 
times repeated, of that hospitality of which I had been prevented the earlier 
enjoyment. 

As you are already familiar with our Indian conveyance, the pnttrv, or 
Palankeen, I need say nothing more of the otic in which I wan now to 
complete my journey, than that it was private —which all palkees in the 
Moftiasul, where there is no constant demand for its t&e, generally speaking, 
must be. The bearers, therefore, (who are a caste uf Hindoos termed 
Docile), hLiving nothing of that uniformity either in practice or association 
which clicmietc rises tlie City “regulars/* exhibit, of course, all tlsnt motley 
appearance which rustic ** irrcgulnTH,^ — though bearers by caste, yet 
spending far more of their time in tilling the ground them carrying palkcrat 
—mtiy In- {'vjicrEcil u> pr-M-uh Yuniur and ■ Id, however, fnt :!nd [can, titJ] 
and short, or in whatsoever way diversified „ there is one uniform chorae- 
teriaiie umot3g*t thm poor people, which the depressing influences of city 
life (despite its- greater emoluments), and its convent km rd stiffness seem, 
somehow, to destroy,—tliat buoyancy of spirit which appears 
to make the burthen light, and to sweeten the cup of toil. 

Of this imrestruimng simplicity 1 do not forget an amusing example. 

Riding out early one morning with. Mr. F- on the Rongnn" Road* 

we met a dhk palkee. The morning had scarcely broke, and the patkee

rustic*—innocently making nn light of the lady's fed big* ns of Ids own 
sorrows m& burthen, which, nGvertbel™, he intended to indicate)—a very 
fat Mem!"—We were not mrvy to let our horses put us quickly out 
of sight cmd honing of the cavalcade. 

Of *tjch m these, then, a motley group of nineteen were gathered 
together at nereis the nest morning—sixteen of whom, or four set*, wen* to 
carry thepalkcc, and the remaining three, a* 11 ban "by bearer*," my 1 raja*, 
one of the three being for relief* The term ia bmighy^ refers to the mode in 
which the burthen is earned f which is by its division into two parts—alung at 
the two ends of a half or split bamboo, carried across the shoulder* From 
the severe pressure of this bamboo* or perhaps more extensively from the 
pedes of the palkee, you will see many of these poor fellows with lump* of 
hard or muscular flesh formed upon the shoulders full two inches in height S 
From better, or more gradual tmining* as 1 take it, greater regularity in 
practice* ami infinitely mote modern to exertion at one time, tin.-* is very 
seldom seen amongst the bearers of Calcutta. 

Non the di(Tenwiee between the privutL ilnk r and tin public or Govern¬ 
ment; dfik is, that the latter is managed by relay* of tight frt^U ljearvn* 
at every eighth mile on the ride* whereas with the former, which an? 
of cmirsc confined to some-—1 will not say niCtfkfrite* hut pomi&k distance— 
not absolutely demanding ft camd—ft certain number of mru perform 
the whole journey—which, in the present instance, as L have ftlmuly lirnl 
oceosbm to mention H was precisely twenty-two miles. Thi« will strike you 
with wonder, no doubt*—for whether we regard their apjttuinmct*—their 
food and habits, or their climate* it ia not only marvellous but inruns p re¬ 
lic Bisibli^ how a *et of men, so strum t and poor in form—ns many of them 
an?,—so apparently ill adapted for great exertion, should be capable of such 
laborious endurance. This capability* however* despite its being based, 
a* no doubt it is, on that enduring spring t( Temperance"—docs not, 1 fenr, 
include impunity to frame and const it uti run The blessings of railways 
°t1nxtn» to he,** therefore, will not extend to commerce and omratiencc 
only, blit to humanity 

Hastily passing round the Kulyftn* or Iinokah, ^ fow puffs ifcpon which 
termed els eagerly sought and valued tw a " glass of grog of a pint of 
porter to jo! English labourer ere entering cut his tusk,, the bearer* now 
shouldered the but in a citirim newly escaped from bricks and 

mortar, and noisy sounds, into the pure and client air and green fields of the 
tiotmiry, how wn* it possible to Ci hold the shade V* I Imd not walked above 
a mile, however, ore a broad pond of water, knee deep, drove me to the 
judkee, nor wns I again, until within a few miles of Mnlnaih, able to quit #t. 
Every five hundred yards of the road was interrupted hr deep pool* and 
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running stream^ Tn the more open parts, "flooded immense/* the country 
presented nothing but u succe^son of hrentl sheets of deep water* minty so 
broad imd long as to he i-r udR - mi linkable for rivers, from whidi, indeed, 
nothing but uersudonad i-dei^—patches of the tall licm[ , nr more beautiful 
green of the water rice pinnt, (Hioping above the flood, could well distill gnash 
them. Had the palkcr been n small flat-bottomed bout, with a pule at either 
end, the labour of the wen enuld frequently have been eeonomLiWid. In 
many direct!*™ there appeared more wider than land, 

Lii the villages, however, and wherever elm.* a little tnore than ordinary 
elevation of ground had preserved ita fcatLLre* qIigvc water, the snnml charac¬ 
teristic* of Indian country life once more mot the eyc + —The mud hut, 
always loo king ns though planted with nice eye mill judgment by some 
master artist, amidst the moat kenmiug foliage in that jtrecitu? position and 
direction most conducive to the picturenque! The tethered ruf timid cows at 
the gate or rustic Gut-huu *e, with their astonished calves, looking for the first 
time in their liven, possibly, upon u white biped \ and the black gout that 
caret not for the colour of anybody or anything, s:ne the green grass 
he sia industriously crop*. The men stdim*— the women, standing still, 
modtwtly turn their backs, or sidelong, with half covered, half averted 
face, gland! at the poking 'Sahib;' the little children run out, or stand 
mid stare, or scamper back into their huts to view nt a safer distance and 
draw attention to the eidvp! night. At every turn, wherever a stream 
of water could be inttTLiqited, nr its 
course, by dam ming tip* be directed 
through a narrow channel, men and 
boys having planted at the entrances 
their GTujiietfa, or basket - ware imps, 
i*omu of them Slicing various in shape) 

[(Hiking far more like neatly constructed 
Viird * cages than lidiing-net*—were pa¬ 
tiently watching for their tiny jury—the diminutive prawn* nod various 
description* of minute tin la common to the rivers which, overflowing their 
banks, have spread their unresisting little inhabitants in vast numbers 
and n thousand stream*, over the face of the country. * On the opposite 
margins the graceful paddy bird, disturbed from a similar occupation, erects 
its long white neck,—then stooping, springs aloft, or over the sterfnee 

of the water to suinr more secure npnt; whilst the diurp whistle of a 
thousand swallows suddenly darting from the ground—the loir squeal of 
the paddy birch ins he rtkim? over the lake, and the coo of the wild dove 
are the only sounds that break upon the still n<^5 of the air.

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For full ton miles of the journey thtire wa* mi abatement of water, 
whifb in some pbcea hud so obliterated all tfaci^ of the usual runib that 
the benri-n* were, now and Berlin, obliged to £tup :( whilst one or two with 
their long sticky .searchfd a-head for the patli s and Bounded the depth of 
water,, frequently knee-deep, ere venturing to ernre. 

On approaching Mulnath, which we did by two o'clock in the afternoon 
(no bad travelling toil will acknowledge^ rn [j-Hdering all tilings), sad 
evidence everywhere presented itself, even yet, of the mischief done by 
the late hurricane. Tree* blown down, or mutilated — shorn of their 
luxuriant propdertioi^, and hit* destroy ed or unroofed in nil direct inns. 
Would that the mischief of the gale had ended there ;—but, ak^ S sixty 
poor people, principally old men and women, Kyuts and villiigera living 
on jiiLsl attached to the concern,—-ton infirm to be abroad or actitc in 
the " pitiless storm,'* and too weak to resist or tu bear violence, perished 
under the falling huts and mud walk that were levelled by its fury I 

Two mouthv have now elapsed since thk sad catastrophe, and the 
country bus in some degree rt covered it* appear am jo, and the poor people 
their cheerfulness. There b a thinning of foliage, certainly—an irrecover¬ 
able injury to many of the finest trees, and there m an opening out of 
the view in direction* never before seen, which, if lime do not soon mend, 
the eye will quickly become accustomed lu. Beyond this, ^lulnath La* 
Buffered little real injury to it* cbaniiH, There b enough of trotxl to *lu.-lter 
the cattle and the 1 h autifed deer that brou>i in the park,—enough of foliage 
to house the blithe birds that are singing and chirruping from ■ miming till 
evening.,— enough of green herbage to relieve the murkiest sky,- no more of 
water than contributes to the landscape beauty, at least, and there is that 
wholesome serenity of air that like ** the silence of a Sabbath day—"

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poor in this ncightaiitrhoodj i-lu-ir rice i.tSie Gu&-Dhnu)t which bus hqw 
attained nearly it* full growth and strength, promises to spare them smy 
im mediate purlJcipatioti in Lite Barrows of the season—far, although, imlike 
the AmuiinLlhnii, it will not bem standing in water, it will yet, sinless the 
ear butj ripc t put up with n pretty goijd soaking from rain without injury. 

~UV have now arrived at tin* inanufaeturing season, mh that 1 find all 
activity at the Factory; and ns tlih fa an important and interesting humicas, 
I shall let it Form the *ubject of n dbtinet Letter. But brat, a few word* a* 
to what has taken place since my last via it here. Haring the month of June 
there is generally little to mark in the affairs of the Planter. The rains, 
however, usually set in, which, of course,, produce ninny chan gen in the 
features of the country, and cause a rapid development of the plant, but 

tmleas the rain 1ms fallen in any extreme degree, 
nr the inundation* Lave commenced, the time fa 
usually nothing more than one of progreSakm of 
the crop*, both Indigo and Rice. But there is 
another crop, belonging to the Eyuta* w hich has 
now arrived at maiiirity, and fa itt course of omnii- 
factum. Thife fa Htmp, the appearance of which 
mills a lovely feature to the landscape* 

There are three descriptions of this plant. 
The first uud beat, which is called Sun, or S&m t 
fa sown in June,—arrive* at maturity in nljout 
forty-five days, and

times nine feet, when it* brill unit yellow 
flowers, which grow in spires upon every 
stem, enrich the landsoape with the appearance 
of a field of waving gold. 

Id order to obtain the fibre, or hemp, which 
lies in the outer covering of the stem* the plant 
ia steeped in the river fur two day* and n hnlf 
and beaten* The second description of hemp 
is called Koala ,—bears the same kind of 
flower, and requires five or days steeping 
ere it can be manufactured. The third kind, 
or MeWdj fa distinguished by a very pretty 
star-shaped leaf. Like the Kt/otia f it fa an 
inferior kind of hemp, and also requires five 
or dix days steeping, ere preparation* The 
better description ol hemp, ur jSaw, ii said to 
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yield the cultivator about five ronppcs the Iriggah—or *ey thirty shilling* per 
; (;rc . Gf nerallv tweaking, however, the people shout here cultivate no more 
cftlii* plant than they require for their own purj.orL"*, and tlienuelvc* wigbly 
manufacture their line and rope by hand, 

Before closing, T must tell you that tie sanctity and repose of the 
hettutifid lake, skirting the house, ha* been invaded ! Swollen to mi un¬ 
precedented degree hy the late rain* and iuniidnthms, its water* have united 
the in selves with the river by a week sufficiently broad t o admit a bout, and 
a brute of on Alligator, availing himself of the opportunity, ha* walked in- 
taken possession—and now rooms the lake from end in end, levying hlnr.k 
mail on fish, fowl, or whatever else edible may come within his reach ! The 
geese, belonging to the house, that were want to enjoy Its waters in peace, 
have consequently been deereasing, and the servants no longer daring to 
cuter the l:Lkc are compelled to fetch water from its margin ami to bathe 
mwm land. Receiving sudden intelligence yesterday of tin animal having 
come up upon the verv bank of the garden, l hastened to tlw spot, but 
ere I could get rifle, to shoulder, he bad taken to the water, and was 
swimming, with ntee only above tlic surface, in that direction in which it 
was easy to wound, hut impossible to kill.

Wises the Beeson has strived for inuiufacturiug, all becomes life iwd 
nniTu rtlen> ahgivt a Factory, 1/ it be ft small one, limited in its operations— 
say producing about 230 mum, nr IF cwt. of Indigo hi it* season, it is 
probable that the Immediate un^hherarhoad of the works fumnhua all the 
necessary luhuurvrti— peasants hired expressly for the mimufnctniing period; 
but if the factory lie a large one, like this «rf Mulnnth, probably upwards of 
one hundred men have to lie summoned from some iiordering district* Many 
come from Midnapore, hut the greater number lie long to some of the jungle 
tribes of Maimbhoonij or fiimbhoom—sometimes termed Jungti Mekm $ in 
the nnigliliotirhixKl of Bonkra, but commonly called ISIioueju, or Rlioomva 
Coolie*. 

Tbr*e pi Kir people, who art tbu# willing to come a journey of probably 
one hundred mid twenty miles, in order tu obtain the advantage of employ - 
meat upon a small -alary For u brief period., receive, it may be, three Jlortpees 
in advance, ere quitting their home*, tu provide for the support of their 
families during their absence; ami such t* their frugality until returning 
that ther generally take hack with them about nine-tenths of their cum in mo 
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They p wlrai Pj proltthl v, ti n3apci! + H 1.1 rill of rice— enough tu setfo 
during i heir whole stay p and the moment iheir morning: * work hua }h.’OU 
completed, they resort to the nemwt stream nr lute to obtain, wilier lay a 
small fishing net, nr the simple contrivance l have nJ ready described to you. 
a few ritoall Gab. to eotVk with It,—anil thus their ample meals are supplied 
at a cost of little more than the plain rice. In thb they have been peimlinrly 
favoured by the late i nnnidations, which have brought nunmronh little stream* 
from the river aero** the low laud, wherein number* may be set'll hshiTig, 
bathing, or watering their rat tin, free from the fear of :dl [gator* 1 jnm. 
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Amongst the Bhooim CooHca, however, great number* not only bring their 
wiiEH and *-hiLitren with thorn, but acttlc, and form villages exclusively of 
theiT own tribe,-*—ns they have done ai Mubiuth, in the immediate neigh¬ 
bourhood of the Factory, where, at the present time, dm women are m

Having alreculv explained to you tliu differaitt )>c tween flyutee and 
Nrezabad, or private cultivation,* l need here indy mention that in the 
former system, the I£vot ell tit and packs flu; plant at his own co*L an.d labour, 
hut the Factory pays the espensc of the conveyance to the rats. Now T 
us the cultivation pertaining to onf factory alone csiends over a ipoce of 
prdmbJv fortv square miles—1 do not mean ymintemipledly^ hut iltcmfitdj , 
il may lie, with rLc-i- ami other prnduce—numerous (‘ouveyjLtKX^ are* of 
rt>uTBCj requisite to hring the plant to the works; and as the rivers* creeks,. 
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and lakes of thi^ part of Bengal, from their singular and mimereus sinuosi¬ 
ties, intersect the country in all directions, nnd at the present h^qu arc 
swollen to :in extraordinary degree, uniting tbnmwlv^ to em h other, and 
thug creating fresh and innumerable clmmftl jj much the greater qnantiitj 
of plant is brought by boat, whilst the remainder—the produce of fields 
contiguous to the Factory, nr otherwise maw otmremcntly brought by Innd—

On arriving at the Factory ground, or Ntd Kola, as it is termed—which 
here iJi a gentle slope, ext ending from the vats down to the lake, mid shaded 
by 11 picturesque cluster or grove of liLVimnnt.

"V\ Iiilst the measuring is going on* ami it isislv lie a squabble or two, 
vrhich cither ifmt operas loil, or the confusion of carts, \> nut unlikely at 
timers id occasion; are being adjusted; 1 nuiat familinmfl yon wish the 
construction of the vats, in which the proceas of lepafatiii^ the colouring 
matter from (he plant If. performed* Here the pencil most agaist ns. Vats 
are in pains, the upper ami the fount 1 /-, iirnl form a long range of low, well 
built, cLiul fiiji>hed brick anti plaster buildings,, closely tiled on the dour, but 
open to the sky above. This is essential. They are about twculy-anr feet 
sipiare, by three and a half feet in depth. In a small Factory there are 
probably nut more than sis pairs of these vat*, hut in the more eitensive 
kind seldom Less than twelve* At Mnlnatb I find out only these twelve, but 
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three extra detached pairs, to meet the possible happy fortune of a more than 
ordinarily goad season requiring their aid ; tor where there is an abundance 
of plant no delay j* admitsihle in cutting, Independently of overgrowth 
being prejudicial, a sudden ri-m in the river might destroy several hundred 
acres of plant upon its margin in Elie course of a single night ; and when cat 
it cannot he stacked like corn, because it would rot* It tmi't Ijc manufac¬ 
tured at ouce. Occasionally, however, plant arriving very late in the 
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evening h kept until mGnriog by spreading it out upon the ground to 
pment fermentation, which, if the plant be wet, would occur if left in 
closely-packed bundles or aheitTCS, 

During ordinary or indifferent period^ probably not more titan six or 
eight pairs of vats *ro brought into nee, but at more prosperous reasons the 
whole fifteen Imve been kept in constant employ- A season so prosperous Ik 
of course pronoun™! 11 a bumper/ 1 —and the heart of the Planter is made 
11 fat wiib joy.”—It lud —-for there i* "ji time to weep ami u time to 

laugh ; M —the last three seasons have probably been dlstistroiia,—or it may 
be that the i£ throe cur-, blighted and withe rod/' are at hand. Our intelli¬ 
gent friend, the native doctor, here informs mo that it is generally thought 
amount the natives that prosperity and adversity are oftentimes alternately 
shared by the Planter* run! the riee cultivators ;—that for three year* 
moderation in min, and in neb flint, winch is injurious to rice, favours the 
Indigo, and that the succeeding three years of inundation and much min, 
that are destructive to Indigo, h beneficial to rice. Tile present season, 
from the r>rfwts of inundation, has not ouly proved disastrous to indigo 
prospects, but in some parts of the country where the land b very lnw f and 
the inundations proved heavy, the Ous rice crops have been entirely sub¬ 
merged—and lost!—Need T picture to you the distress which at such time 
must follow? 
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It is now time to return to the sloping ground, or Neel Kola, where I 
left them measuring, squabbling, bundling out the plant from boat and cart, 
and halloaing to, or abiding the por cows which, the moment they are 
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released from Ehc yoke, quietly turn about, anti very widely browse upon 
the green plant they have been at the labour of bringing so far. 

Anti now the work of packing tQmmmtm* Men and woman as e busily 
Engaged in earning the plant up 
to the Yata—generally oil the 
head, hui wmetimeg by hlcd> 
more expeditionsdvj on a couple 
of bamboos, curried between two 
of them, like a s^etlan chair, on 
which the Indigo is heaped across. 

The tipper vatu having been oleiBed 
out and plugged op, the plant is 
closely packed at nil astgb L of 70', 
or nearly upright, with the leaf 
of the lower tier upward*, ami 
of the higher downwards, ft few 
buiidles having previous]j been 
tltrown in h orizon tally to fall up 
the coni ora or angles of that cud 
nt which the packing commences. Any hollows observable at the top are 
then filled up by a few bundles opened mu ami thrown into them., wherever 
it may be accessary* Probably one hundred official bundles ore 
required to fill a vat, Tbiw done, about twenty bamlwjos are laid 
at in ten ids of a foot apart upon the top of tile 
platiL luhI mrom the vat. Three massive beams 
of wood, nine or ten indie* aqomre, lucked at 
one end under a strong iron pin passing t hrough **+x™***rr 
two uprights of wood at the upper end of the ' ‘ 
vatj are then laid over the bamboos, and several mini 
standing on the other end uf each, weigh it down until 
fluSoic-ntly cumpraacd to admit of m iron pin bong passed over it through 
the upper hole of a corri*iKinding pair of uprights on the opp^tlc side of the 
vftt. A block of wood about hi\ Luchin sqliarr, and a couple of ftret in 
length, ib thru laid m i-M— 11«- beam, v]n-v to the upright, to Hirve w- n 
fulomtu on wbirh the final power of a long lever 
is applied to effect the nectary compression of 
the plant. This lever is ft beam of wood, about 
fifteen feet in length, with a pair of powerful iron hook* at one end. This 
is hooked under a second and upper pin, when mx or eight men, some stand¬ 
ing on* and others hanging by the end, weigh it down till the entire surface 
uf the plant is pressed to its proper level, which is to within sis or eight 
inches of the top of the vnt* The beam being then made fast by shifting 
the first pin lower down in the uprights, and the same operation gone 
through with each of the beams, the contents of the vat are ready for steeping. 
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but complete, and at thu Factory end, where before earts pn-Lind beneath it 
im dry ground, now only four or five inrhra ibwe the surface of the water.

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Leaving it so for a short time, I have now to direct your attention 
to the long' liner of aqueduct lending from the river side to she Factory^—

The Chinese pomps being identical in their construction, l need only 

mention that the further, or outer one, raises the water from the river into 
the aqueduct, from which it flew* into a small nwrvrir on this side the

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herc we may stop for a moment to examine a portion of the l on m nation of 
these very ingenious pumps, which are worked, yon will observe, upon the 
principle' of the tread-mill. A nuHflaum ot 
tinked together like a chain, at intemds of about night 
inches from each other f anil fitting r not tightly, but 
freely, in a wooden trough, drag, or scrape the water up 
its channel into a second and shorter aqueduct* 

To meet the event of a more extensive or rapid 
supply of water being needed* and also the possibility 
of the one getting out of repair, provision# you will 
observe, L* made in the masonry for a second pump, 
which linlies itself with that of the hr*t. 
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Mulm&th ground being very high, Dae elevation which tins water linn 
attained by niTiUiri of Ehs- pump r* insufficient, mid therefore a ttifrrf pomp 
ifl requisite, about thirty yard* inland, in order to raise the water into the 
great rricrvoir.

Ymi now have a more complete view of the operation, and may observe 
that the continuous chain of scrapers pacaea over a wheel at both end* of 
its journey * that os the upper, or visible half is travelling downwards, the 
lower carrying flic water along with it, is of course miming upwards; and 
that as the upper wheel, forming the centre of the axle which the men are 
turning; gives motion to the whole, tlic lower wheel is a mere revolver, 
turned by the action of the scrapers passing round it. I f we -Step a little 
nearer, and upon the other side, all this will be more evident. 

The construction of the whole machinery will now be intelligible. The 
box r or trap, is supported at its upper part against the edge of the great 
reservoir—the middle part by a portion of the bank of the small or lower 
reservoir, and its foot, which dip into the water to the depth of one of the 
tempers, rest* upon a small step of masonry.

1 ? reservoir being now supplied with the requisite water, we will return 
to the vat, w hich we left filled with plant ready for sterpiny : and this process 
ia Effected by opening a flluiee or door frum the main 
Aqueduct of the reservoir into the vat, and allowing t\m wutcr 
to Maw in until the plant ia covered.. It u generally about 
five or six o d eIock in the evening when this operation is 
completed* and as the time allowed for steeping variesi from 
ten or eleven hours during hoi nights, to twelve or twelve 
and a half during cooler, it is about daylight ot the (nilowing 
morning when the tune for the next operation has arrived* 
accordingly, nil arc again as*enihlcd, and whilst fresh loads of plant begin 
tn arrive in boat and curt, and the various operatives prepare their several 
departments for the day * proceedings the Superintendent, or ir may be the 
Planter Muisdf. exaimiies the condition of the vat, the water in which, it 
found, tram the swelling of the plant, has risen Ml inches.

The leaves and bamboos being removed from the upper v'at, the faded 
and dead plant, covered with bluish froth, is carried away by the some men 
and women who brought it, to an appointed place—a spare piece of ground at 

hand, and spread about to dry. In this condition it is called “cettee” _of 

no sweet-smell tug savour to the olfactory nerves of strangers, but of perfect 
indifference to those who have become accustomed to it. In the course of 
about three month* it become* thoroughly dry, and i* finally stacked, in 
order to furnish economical fuel for the boiler of the Factory at the next 
manufacturing season. Much of it idso i* used ns mnjmre for the Bail, cither 
in the garden or the immediate neighbourhood of the Factory ; and the poor 
belonging to the concern are allowed, I believe, to take away a small supplv 
for their fti?m domestic ncdeaiities. 

The whole of the liquid having been drawn off into the lower vat, it is 
then ready for the process of Beating.

Every conceivable 
variety of action is given by the men in order to make the heatin'; perfect. 
They range tlienucln» trii-a ris, and advance, beating until within four feet 
uf each other—then retreat to either end, generally beating in the opposite 
direction to their companions in front, lest, by dl treating in one direction, 
the Force of so many oars together should drive the liquid—too precious to 
be wasted—over the edge of the vat. They will face to the right—then 
to the left—changing hands as they do so—then range themselves in one 
line, and heat from end to end,—then divide again into two as at first—then 
form a circle, and beat towards each other—“retreating, chasing"—like the 
fignffcs in a quadrille, and then travel in circle, until the whole contents 
of the vat arc in a whirl.

ceive the ciboinituitions which in spite of all modern theorising and glossing 
over, they still keep prariiailhj in existence, The Koolin, or higher caste 
ftrahmun, taking advantage of the immeasurable influence of liis position 
coveted honour of an alliance with liim, — nuy wander from kuusc tu 
house, or village to village—marry in every one of tliEin— receiving, it may 
he, a dowry to boot—and thus become the huslwiid nf five hundred poor 
girls, whom lie may never see again ! Need 1 dwell upon the devilishness 
of such a system—it system, indeed, which I have heard Home of Hie better 
minded even amongst themselves denounce as “ odious, Bui whether their 
original institutes justify or not—they have been at any rate hd to it, ft 
aditi. The door hfta tong been open, and by none has it lwen shut. The 
man who practises it is not booted or scouted. Ills windows arc not broken : 
be is not in the pillory j—be is not pelted with stole egg*, or deceased 
kittens. On the contrary—be is, honoured and reverenced. He is not 
Het down as libertine. aenmialist, or " guy deceiver. 1 He has professed 
no bachelorship, made nu false pretence*. The parents who have thus 
sacrificed their {tour children to sternal widowhood, knew perfectly well 
that their sotl-ia-tmr was the husband of probably a score mote ; but, then, 
to be the tw/e f/rt JToo/m Brahmm /—that in domestic comfort and reward 
enough 1 Whatever, theu, the condition of the Bralimuns, wlmt must he 
that of the million* thus influenced and enalurcd !* 

But T have wondered from the tnoxrige feast. The preliminaries re¬ 
ferred to, although, uh T 1 1 uve said, subject to multitudinous variation*, 
arc yet probably the most common. Amongst the class of which I uu 
now speaking, it is more usual Ibr the parent of the boy to giee, and 
that of the girl to recetre, than the reverse; and, generally speaking, no 
matter what the circumstanoes of the father may he,—jury Tie must, and 
pay he mil, in all tikdiliood, very much more than he can utfurd.

And thus the Hindoo mind 
i» reared in that grossly ignorant credulity whirls devours everything, 
and doubts nothing, and is, indeed, one of the strong character!,lira of all 

the uneducated millions of India.* ... 

To return to lkmcuuftlee and bis sister, I can find but little in the 
atmosphere ihty breathe to encourage those tender feelings of reciprocal 
attachment which every circumstance and association ill Christian life went* 
edendkted to foster and Lnerea.sc. Tim want, 1 maintain, will not be found 
on woman's side. The alfbednns of the heart, and their cultivation, are JHTU-

T t Very gracious, very sisterly, 
and very Eastern, all tliis, no doubt; and, on the girl*’ |iart, l believe, 
very smeeredy and affectionately discharged, But we find no return in kiwi

consequence of that ucgleeL— the evil conduct which they make not the 
slightest effort to correct or to prevent—that I iuh tempted to quote a 
few passages. The husband, you are to suppose, has returned home, ami 
finding bis meals uuprepared, remarks, in no pleasant rancid, that the 
conking i» not vet even began"—when thus the wife:

Thiri description, applies, i* far a* 1 at present know, to all 
indigenous elementary schools throughout Bengal.” 

But this is not the worst, nor the whole. The most popular hook in 
their schools, is said to be fi Cbatmks Slokes/* or Precepts, some of which 
1 hare scon quoted* and must say* that they contain such reflection* upon 
various matters and things, upon the value of a wife—upon the meritorious 
actions of n man in his former existence —and upon a variety of biddings 
ulcI creature comforts in our present stale, which arc of a nature that 
absolutely forbid- my rejwatiwf them to tjf*u * Mell may it be aaksfl, "What 
must be the ctfects of such u stakes'' etunmitted to memory in 50,000 village 
school* ! !"* And a* if Ibis were Hot enough lo evidence the miserable nature 
of education, hitherto, at [east, nfibrded to a rural population estimated at 
40,000*000 j wc I lave the assurance of Ur. Duff, that— 

“ If the scheme of teaching he throughout one nf diill 3 dry, plodding, 
monotonous mechanism—acting uu head anil heart with nil the force of a 
congealing effiem-y—the scheme of discipline may b<i truly characterised re* 
tbrsrogkrat a rtign of terror. Kindness, patience, generosity, love—all arc 
alike unknown here. Fear is the first and last and only motive brought into 
play; punishment, the first, am] \mi and only stiinnl out .'**f T his is followed 
by a detail of the numerous descriptions of cruel uud injurious punishment* 
which arc resorted to—and reflections upon their mischievous consequences, 
in rendering the schiw.il an object of terror anil disgust., *o that a foolish 
□]utheris most awe-inspiring threat to a misbehaving child is ^ call the 
Goorm Mtthtistuit to take him to shool"—a dread that lead* to habits of 
cunning to escape its terrors, and of servility toward* the master—to the 
rendering of many menial and even dishonest services to propitiate that 
dreaded tyrant; and oti the other baud to a retaliating spirit of hatred 
and revenge again** him. 

Referring to the present state of ignorant and debaoemout of the mass 
of the people, the Lieutenant (iovrmoFj Mr. Hulliday, in his Minute on 
tEie Police and criminal justice of Bengal, observe *—** Above all things that 
can he done by us for thin people is their gradual intellectual and moral 
adt aneement through the slow but certain means of a widely spreading 
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popular HVEitcm of vcuDcultr fducutioii-” Let but this Ire done, let tlicte lx 
n spread of Books iu the language of the laud—not of dnggrol pnetry in 
honour of the river Guddcaa, or of Krising and Bolanml, hut of that better 
poet iy I for be it understood these people hare a love of poetry) or prose 
which a bill teach sound sense, practiced momlity, domestic virtue, social 
improvement, and useful hunrlodgo. 

All honour to the noble Tuetitiit.es of the Free Kirk—the Gene ml As¬ 
sembly—and HIlowani|«>rc, which are imparting the English language, and 
the light of European knowledge, and of Christian doctrine ami practice, to 
thousand) of youth of the middle cIbnh*— of all eUsses, indeed, belonging to 
the city, wlm flock in hundreds to their walls, dispute the open rending of 
our Scriptures, and the de-emssioti of their iWtrins. Tint let the stream also, 
like the generous rivers of the soil, spread about the land, and permeate all 
ranks, even the poorest—in the distant towns and remotest rill ages. « Milk 
for babes,’ 1 Let ns then “begin with the beginning." 1 should have more 
friili in a system which Itfgaa with (In- tunc-hm mured simplicity of "A was 
an Apple, and ti wh* a Hoy," when both apples and hoys were depicted In 
the little roll line, glowing in nil the brilliancy of the rainbow, than in the 
drv stiffness of that misnamed utilitarian ism which proffers the cup of learn¬ 
ing without an atom of sugar to sweeten or commend it to the youthful 
mental palate- Let us have literature for the poorjuvenile books in 
Bengalee and Oordoo, illuminated with well-drawn pictureswholesome 
and instructive substitute* for the wretched filth upon some uf their temple 
walls let us have "TV or king men’s" illustrated magazines; and tracts on 
domestic virtues, and social habits, and general knowledge; literature that, 
whilst pleasing the eye, and tempting the imagination, will meet with no 
opposituiD from the Brolitnun or the M outvie; and let them nut he thrown 
grutis amongst the people, to be converted, probably, into wrappers for the 
hucksters 11 wares, but sold «> cheap m to came within the menu nearly of 
the poorest, whilst not interfering with any judicious distribution by the 
generous ws prizes or presents, Xu the east, as in the west, people do not wwi 
to value or respect that which costs them nothing, or is not made in some way 
Eperial. 

It lint follows, that great uumljcrs must be taught to road them,—which 
»mr the great majority cannot. You may oak—" but are they willing 
1 will end envoi i r to give the means of judging. It ha* been estimated that 
in the Province of Bengal and Bnhnr there arc about am hundred thousand 
Village Schw1* ' Does this evidence a people unwilling tu tie taught, or to 
educate their voitugT The ctsuit in nttly a proof that the teachers eomii.it 
gh t what their scholars nre willing to rerrin -; for wltftl has hitherto been 
this result ? It may not always be safe to judge of the whole by a part, a* 
much frequently depends upon locality, and the etas* of people I but as an 
instance of the state of knowledge amongst the rural clause* generally, 1 have 
gleaned from a Statistical table now before me the following facts. In eighteen 
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villages heJonpu^ to this district ihr mitiLbfrr of families is 317 + whasz con¬ 
dition is stated to be at* follows*:— 
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The aggregate of tlio household* of these families in stated to be—of Men, 
522 t —Women &46,—Boys 419, and Girin !.l US* Now, of the HSa tarn, the 
number who am read and write in liU, and of those w ho can do neither 499. 

Although tlie majority of these are not Hindoos', but Mahutttmtdaiu, I 
believe that vi ten instance in no degree disturb* tiie inference, tbr the children 
of both creeds alike are sent to the village school*. tuid 1 am not aware that 
amongst the humble rttrai classes there is much less indiimtitra on the part 
of Alahummudaus tlimi Hindoos to educate their children—after their fashion, 
f may also mention that these eighteen villages are Attached to three mis- 
w'.umrjr stations. Number* of the young, therefore, may ho (apposed to he 
now under tuition, so iliat some dozen years hence, when time has been 
allowed to mature this rising generation, such n (able as tlmt quoted from 
aljot'e will he a curiuns and interesting document. 

Weii, then, willingness heing conceded, you nest ask, probably,—" Have 
they cefiacUitM for learning l-" Upon this also ymi shall form your own 
opinioM. 1 lately paid a visit to a School at a place called Tkakwr Pooka, 
almut ten milts south of Calcutta, tuid which «wo its origin to the zeal of 
the Rev. Mr. Long, irht»e meritorious object was the education of the fowvr 
tltutt *—the pcaannrry, Mr. Long's plan is very tntuth upon the Pes£nlo*«ian 
system,—an endeavour to cultivate the mind by aid of the Book of God, mid 
tin: Ihxih of Nature. Indeed, le*# Iiy lwoks than by objects and pictures. 
English however. Mensuration, History, Physical Geography , Map-drawing, 
Natural lli»tury, and a Knowledge of Plant**, are amongst the subjects of 
study,—all of which information is applied to the actual purposes and pur- 
riniL- of life. In the garden, for instance, the lads are nude to work manualiy 
nml to Irarn and apply their knowledge at the same lime. Every branch rif 
instruction in of course imparted through the medium of their own language, 
Of the intelligence and quickness of the lads at the school 1 certainly had 
ample cvidraice> and Mr. Long's own experience and report is, that in capa¬ 
bility they fall nothing short of those amongst the higher classes. 

Mr. L., however, who is a very champion of the peasant, declares, that 
with one or two exceptions, he lias never met with an atom of sympathy in 
liJs labour* on their behalf from the U rain nuns or other educated native*. 
Some Zuinccudara having actually told him tlmt he disgraced himself by 
teaching these "/nMw" or beasts I—and be complain* that the educational 
system adopted by tin Government is to encourage only Brahman* mid others 
of the higher Hn-'SCS; the nature of the studie** lieing adapted only for those 
wlm are intended for writers, or to follow similar profession*; thus evincing 
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ti deficiency of tfoiisi deration fur the poorer ckuw** who* in point of fact, have 
no education offered them ^nimble to their wants and condition* 

In one of the great ediicutiotnd rstflblwhmmit* of England, tins £I British 
end Fort ]go School" in the Borough Rond, St. GeocgB*s Fields, London, L 
tun remember nimiy yemr* ago seeing hung upon its wall a full-length 
Portrait of the benevolent King Gcwgr Til., end in golden letters beneath 
it a passage from Lit speech* made to the educationist Mr, LaiinwEer, which, 
run well as I can recollect* ran in these words i—

\\M prepares were abolished—the study of English wait confined to the 
college* at the principal stations, and a system of purely vernacular edltco- 
lion was on n wide ImutK. 


In the year 18 M, tire subject of village schools in -Lower Bengal again 
received the Government attention. Mr. Adam's suggestion of improving 
the exiting mdiginou. schools, though not actually rejected, was laid aside, 
It was thought to be »almost impracticable,” and, fom t | ie enormous 
numlrer of schools, that it would involve great expense. Subsequently 
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under Lon] I lur dinged admmhtration, it won determined to establish a 
certain uumber of Government village schools in the several dStrict* of 
Ueo^al, BeTinr, and Cuttack, in which, whikt serving m model* for the 
of schools, sun ml and useful elementary iiutructiun might be i ns j^trl l -i 3 
in the vcniaetLlar language. Accordingly, in 1H15, thirty fichccils were opened 
with 000 scholars, who were made to pay n small fee tif uue anna in lilrle 
more than a perimj). In the fofaswing year, the nmnber of rthocb was 
sernsity-one 3 and of eehrdurs 1730, During the next two years the number 
of wehonU continued about the same, that of the adiolam nttninin if Ui 2005 
hut in the foUowiiig year the schools hcruinc reduced to fifty-right, and 
fie filly fell ta forty-three. 

Li short* for some rtmuu nr another, success did cot equal expectation.— 
By acme, the want of success was attributed to the bcImkjIs being “too purely 
vernacular for the actual state of the people, **—It was thought tlini those 
classes of the community whose minds wore alive to the advantages of educa¬ 
tion., were dauroiis of acquiring some knowledge of English along with 
vernacular instruction. fi The proximity of IUI English school” [say* Afr.

Some of the load officers reported fp that the cry for English wm uni verbal,

1 can hardly suppose, however, that Ikr&e ladn were from the purely rural 
or humble ranks. 1 believe it in admitted that the anxiety far English urine?? 
generally mom from the very natural desire of improving worldly prospects, 
than from any abstract love of learning (though this is not wanting whm 
oaec its gratifications have been enjoyed), and the youths in question were 
most pmliably of those clause* whose minds (or rather the minife of thdr 
friend? i might thtii have been acted on.

But it is now thought that the whole thing was crude in its amngrmrntjs 
or plains. There was no proper system of snpfirviman; no fmoouragfiaumt 
held out to the pupil*—and no training of teachers! 

About the time, however, when these things seemed moat discouraging, 
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thvv received u hew and iropnrtnLit impetus, The attention of the authorities 
at home was opening not only to the genend * object of tile education of the 
musaes nf the people, hut to the evident success winch had attended Mr* 
ThonitiMnfs plana of vernacular education in the North-West; and to this 
suref-^hi ami the necessity of adopting similar measure#, Lord LiaLhdusic and 
tha Supreme Governmrut drew the at to Mi ion of the Government of Bengal* 
Hereupon, Mr. Holliday—to whom so much is due, mu! who was appointed 
Lieut^-Governor in 1B53 j— took up the aubjoot most earnestly ami Tigortrady* 
He formed a scheme of vernacular education for Bengal, whicli enlisted 
private enterprise hy what are briefly known as “ grants in —that h f 

snnLH of money granted in aid j—provided for a supply nf vernacular teachers 
by the establishment of three normal schools in Calcutta, Dacca, and Ifooghly; 
enlisted the sen-ices of the villagetembers ; ratal ili*lu-rf >VA o / arnh whi r] i 
afforded 21 small allow unco of money to enable boys to pursue their studies 
longer and, Lastly, appointed Mims inspector*, and a stall of puIj- inspector^ 
to visit the Mofnssul. for the pur^insc of examining existing schools, and 
eueotiraging the o^hlishment nf new ones. 

These iQcamrt*, together with an encouraging educational dispatch from 
England, which died the wheels, as it were, of the great engine, have given 
cmihidcrablc impulse to the cause of Education* and led to the production of 
a large number of nseful vernacular work*.* What is now wanted is mtmey 
to extend the system T and a relaxation of the stringent conditions of the 
*' Gmnt-iu-aid P| rtdes f —rules which, it is complained, demand that a people 
who tni|ttirr still to be taught the value of that useful knowledge of which 
they one destitute—should meet haJJ the of its tienuiremeuL— 1 This, 

it is thought, really liears some parity w ith the siippositionary case of 
Government intimating its intention of appointing no Police, unless the

in ilie Mofussul, at ndom Mission stations, several female schools have bean 
established with goud mm sen. Let me state that in all these, except the 
Refugees Institution#, where the children are principally of Christian 
parentage, the language or the people is the medium of instruction. 

Ihat the darkness of ignorance and superstition taunt eventually fly before 
the light of European, knowledge, mid Christian principle*, with this nil* 
powerful help and agency it,or at 1 j l hi mit fin, is abundantly manifest, 
it in, Quill tiji- densest portion of Hindoo and Mahtunmutlnn bigotry is thus 
rolled nwyy, and men's eyes can bear the tiled lustre of truth and knowledge, 
h-1 ij.i in,t be unreasonable, and marvel at the shortness or venkuess of their 
vision, Let us hr patient, till educated u-nuton ran enter the arena, the lamp 
of knowledge in her training hand, and take the great enlightening and 
softening part in the work ,if human culture assigned to her bv "Nature 
and Nature’s GodT* 

In all that I hare now told you, yon may remark that I have spoken 
almost ex d usd rely of the Uiadt* population of this gigantic land, or father, 
indeed, of its Bengal portion* llut there are /iww/y./w million* of Mata m- 
mudorts in India ■ and although, as I have intimated, a groat number uf the 
P<x>rett f or the rural classes of these, arc so mixed up with their Hindoo 
fellow -labourers os, in social habit* and appearance, to be half amalgamated, 
millions of the orthodox, the prouder Moslems, are as distinctk se|uirate as 
the Christians themselves. Of our Mohmutuudan fellow-snbjects, therefore, 
—tkeir domestic lives, habits, and custom*,—their women and children, and 
the means and prospect of their enlightenment, I might bare related much 
that would be interesting ;— hut fimr t and aamg cutisideratiim for your 
patience, now forbids, [ ran only -ay with the poet: —

Tlstr Tm cunmiciiriMiient of tlit>e operutiouN in this district-—and I hatp 
no reason to suppose they were any wohns th:m darirfaft'iv—might Lave ku 
sufficient to damp the ardour of any pioneer leas zcdmiJi than the Rev. Mr* 
Ilenr; anil ndbrds n strung illustration of the necessity of a vwi amount of 
patieut endurance on the pnrt of thaw who labour in the work of Christian 
conversion, anil of enduring patient® on that of its supporters and lookers 
on- [ believe that the eatperience of every Missionary in India would echo 
the remark. I question whether 1 could have fallen upon a Mission field 
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litre more of hniuM mi] wnitht found Iii f'xpmstf than io tlii^ of 
dauph—and ft is echoed there. It would just be unreasonable to expect it 
otherwise, Without the aid of special Pi cine interposition. 

In truth, a Mi 9 ffltauuy requires to be a man with gifts um| qualiii. 
cations of no ordimuy chametar, Ho ahouH be physically wilted to the 
climate to the endurance of Wt uni! exposure. Ho should posses* nn 
aptmuk for the acquirement of languages; without a familiur acquaintance 
a ith at least one of thoae apokmi here, he would be no he tier than the deaf 
and dumb. He should be as learned in the Theology of the Hindoo and 
Mohianmodiui as of the Christian. Tu the language of a. recent talented 
aulbrjr ** He must not only possess the requisite qudiBeations, but their 
possession must be apparent, lie must nut only appear well acquainted with 
his turn side of the question, but with that of hi* Antagonist; otherwise, the 
Hindoo lias the sagacity to know tint at any rate bis antagonist Inis not. 
been able to see Ms system a-* it is Seen by himself—nml, niter all (Ids, 
lie mlist very probably be cnntrnt to set up his abode near some poor village, 
where 11JI his scholastic acquirement* tnu] Erudition may be doomed, like n 
Budd light in a dungeon, to be spent upon a population of poor, ignorant 
peasants, who would hardly dispute that tin* moon were made of grain cheese, 
if time in authority bill them to believe it.—{Jut there may be one or tiro 
learned Drihiinuis or priests at hand, whmu he may either sect or ho sought 
i "and il unable to wiwft these gentlemen, amidst, it may be, numerous 
listeners, iu an argument, what Ik-cohim of his influence over the poor?—lie 
must neither hair, nor *tem to have, his equal. Thus, though armed to do 
battle with the mighty, he must be satisfied to spend his strength amidst the 
weak and humble,—and amongst them, eienrisirijr iui unbounded store of 
cheerful patience, lie content with the smallest amount of fruit for his labour. 

But after all, who can call that fruit, guild! which forms the germ of 
future generations of wide-spreading families,—Neither, T venture tu think, 
should so little value be get on wlwt are called mere “ immhuil Christians."— 
^Ihnt are nniuiiuil Christians ?—-They are those taken away from t lie heathen 
or Mi>1 l ilium LchiII, from whom a upreniUiig. branch is thus cut oil" that w ill 
rich] no more " daughters to the mother tree.” They nr.- those who, out¬ 
wardly nt least, regard and respect Christian doctrine and Christian hnbtts , 
wbu thus not only abandon a variety of either open abominations nr iinnm- 
mb ties, hut we under the civilizin'* mDuoncc and n^tiaiut of Christian 
teachers and praeticcs, stud whose eh'tUh'ttn are lIiiim brought up under 
<. firistin.ii education, in no danger or dread of parental opposition or discon- 
fageinent.—I* nothing gained in idl this? 

But to return tu Air. Dear, under whom Missionary operations were first 
established in Ji-ishuaphur, His commencement was well enough. He was 
joined by seven families of a peruliitr sect of people—w'l'pders alike from

1838-0, and Mr, Dear, making an appeal to the people of Calcutta,, obtained 
by subscription means with which he assisted the poor of his converts with 
tntmey and foo*h—This- wits soon known—there wtis com in Egypt—and the 
Hock of pro fearing Christian* became amazing 3 Two hundred and sixty- 
five families were added to the body. Their attendance was regular, anil 
their zeal Apparently on impeach able. The Mbshmimea and the Bishop 
(\\ iLson) were alike deceived* The good Hirtliop came up into the district— 
baptizing and confirming many, ami grants of money continued to lie made 
to assist the |KJur in their ilitTfauUies.. 

A loginning an auspicious was regarded by many as a kind of second 
Pentecost,—but; alma! no real foundation wan there! It liecamr apparent 
that tin- inducement—and who can wonder!—was the tempura) aid afforded 
to them ; and on ihi- aid being, in princes* of time, withdrawn, conviersioiia 
to Christ nil i by almost ceased !! The character of a great part of those w hip 
hail already joined the Christian body, also, afforded Little satb-i action. But 
there vras this eonflolatian at 3ea*t—they could not go buck,—but remained 
as m buri* for future opcrstioiis. Before this, however^ when the great 
in am-* of Christian? at Kbhnaglmr, numbering between two anil three 
thousand person,*, appeared to encourage and demand more tench era, three 
Miashnarics wetc appointed to that district. Of thesis one was the Rev, Jlr, 
Kransflj who, in 18*10, established the Xapnsdangnti mission and schools, and 
built the church,—nt first on a small made.—which wm bubsequemlr 
enlarged to it* present dmmuuonsj and this wm completed in 18IB—the 
year in which the good man died. 

Mr. Kraus* was succeeded in that year by the present incumbent, the 
Rev, F. Sclimr, and if this gentleman's experience of the people has not 
been better than that of other?, it j& certainly not from any kick of the 
needful quniifications, which probably lie po-seast-a in more than ordinary 
degree* If the work of convention were an invitatinn to the gold diggings* 
people might marvel at the hmallneaa of immediate results- but instead of 
the faiitlitie* of temptation, there arc the most powerful Imrriera which tlie 
spring* of the human mind eon interpose. The labours of the medical man 
arc often difficult and arduous enough—yet he toils only to restore men 
to wAat thry wm Atfart, and that with their hearty concurrence;—the 
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preacher to make? them what they never were before—and* it may he, very 
mudi ngnusrf tlicif indjrmtinri. Mr* SoJitar is wkdy nnE discouraged. 
Though in all candour lie speaks not highly of the* religion* condition of hia

It is like giving (he child a fine fur cap to 
cot ci' the head,, ami leaving the feet hare to peri ah in the snow from cold. 
Wlial good thing will not prosper under the genial fostering influence of a 
respected mother ?—and what mischief and blighting chill may not arise 
from an ignorant and prejudiced one?—Men may educate bojV hmd #—but it 
is woman, in her character of mother and hbrter. who moulds ilieir heart* and 
tempers, and their most powerful and enduring inclinations and affectionii, 
Tt is the rooty not the leave* of tin 1 sapling that the garden it waters.

fmtu (icrniany, possesses the talent of his country men for that delightful and 
hnnmuingsdence, and hence l* enahled to refine the taste of his scholars— 
to gratify their feeling*, and, by instrmnent.d and vocal help, to aid the 
solcmniting yet cheering and ennobling emotions connected with the worship 
of God. v 

Truly, a .Missionary to India can hardly be too clover—for, as tho onlv 
teacher it may happen, the only being of superior intelligence near to the 
poor, be will bo applied to under every conceivable circuinstance or diflivultv 
n* I have ahewn you the Planter may be. lie—the teacher—Is sup¬ 
posed to know, and to be capable of doing everything. Me must not only 
minister to their spiritual, hut tlunr temporal wants and buddy aihucntv. 
He must he „ ot only their minister and seW-nmattr, hut their doctor— 
their hiivypr—arbitrator, adviser, and defender iu all their worldly and

» We believe—mid wj do our people also—that tbe religion which you tench 
true; and if you were to speak to these people now, they would believe 
you; but we tell them not tu bqlicve wliat the Sahib* up—and we hart 
them entirely in our [jower t" Their thraldom is indeed most perfect ; and 
the pnwrT of the Brahman priests unlimited* It «.i* hut a short lime back 
thm n girls' school wic CHtitbliahed ill the village of Ruttoupoir; but it had 
not been in existence more than four flays when, by the power of the old 
Brahmans of the place, it was crushed and abolished! With the slavish ad¬ 
herence to the inirmw-mi tided prejudice* and customs of their forefaihers—or 
in though dreading the mighty engine of innovation which it would lei loose, 
there really seem* to be nothing more antagonistie than the vh in cation of 
women. Here and ilirre, however, a noble excepthm may he found. There 
i* at the present time all aged Druhmun Zumeendar in the village of Koarool- 
gatchen. neur to Xaptiadnngnh—who, at the instigation of Mr. Y- - here, is 
endeavouring (o establish a rehool for git Is; but so enuMdcrable is the oppo- 
mtiou by which the old gffitifrmin is beset, that it is yet very doubtful 
whether he will succeed. It is from the old ftiiin that opposition is chiefly 
operitmtttd. 

Ah n bodv r Mr. Schurr considers tfec Etind^w by fkr tbe most iatelligmt and 
•mwabk. l/nfbrtuimtcly, however, the higher intelligences arc almost eon- 
fined t« that swtion from whom nothing can well be expected—the Brnli- 
mmis, whose superiority in appearance is of itself nearly sufficient tu identify 

[hem_.they who ore all horn priests—flits officiating portion of whom, 

dependent entirely on their priestly authority for tiit-ir means mid their posi¬ 
tion, have naturally the mtssE powerful worldly incentive* {in addition to the 
juost fieiy real in defence of their ancient faith and dignity 1 for the most 
strenuous opposition to the spread of Christianity. It was hut lately 
that some Uminiums in the neighbourhood of Sylliet, conversing with a 
Missionary in that neighbourhood, actually and frankly told him,-— <L T be 
priests' business is ear business ;—.yon art* welcome to make Christian* both 
of us and our people, on condition that ice ore made VrietU, and paid an you 
are!" Zeal sat loosely here, you sec, and worldly interest predominated. 

Amongst the lower" orders of the people, 1 have not observed that there is 

any difference as to intelligent*hut Mr. F-, whose experience and field 

of obscrvution are so extensive, assures me that in point of nurgy the Hindoo 
rt lit*, speaking of them generally, bear no comparison with the Ifohuroinu- 
d*:m. In this re*pcci, therefore, Mr. Schurr’* convert material may he found 
not without some advantage of character. 

Walking through the village witli .Mr. Schurr, 1 remarked in several of 
tbe huts an improved uppramticv of comfort and deanlimau, anti a sprinkling 
of greater nicety and cleanliness in (Ire'S, lu addition to this, ope could feci 
the satL-foctioii of being regarded not us a tiger or a I war, but as a follow- 
mortal, whom neither married matron nor village maiden were afraid to look 
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upon, The fetters of ignorance—the darkness of ^x:ln-.iim. and the barbarous 
nose-ring*—lit emblems of duimefltic sin very, were alike exchanged for the 
purr fn%T [dr and light of liberty.

On the whole, the condition of the Christian people, 1 fathered P may her 
looked upon as certainly in bo me degrees letter than their Hindoo and 
MuosidwAiL ncighbuum. This can hardly Fail tn lie so; for* in addition to 
being wed the r\1rsn iigitneo into which Hindoo and Mohnitlrandan festivitiua 
Hud ue would have led them* the thoughtful care and intelligence of 

their friend and pooler has introduced amongst them an ndmirsihb scheme by 
which tliev are saved more than Lull the lows afctciidiiig advance# from the 
MuMjun. A primfr Mn/uijnnrr fttml 1m* been formed amongst them* from 
which advance* for mid —fried, and mil* Jirenmdc lu member* uf their own 
community, at lews limn ant half iht inirmt charged by the regular money- 
lender. Such has been its iuecras that the fund, which was begun with a 
sum of \ IS flu. ns a nucleus, ha* now inorensed to GD8 TU*, the whole of 
which is distributed in iti-lnnim fur the season, and a small portion m xtrjipmi 
t*ftridair# 3 with other poor persons, and of the estaldUliBumt in charge of the 
fund. 

The tieecsedty for this loan or advance system being apparently maeparii-- 
hie from the condition bf the people, who nn 1 thu* kept entirely in the hinds 
of those whose desire ia alone to benefit tbMdtEi, it i* a pity that this self- 
sustaining plan 1 Imve junt described, cnuimt lie frill owed by 1'lnaten also in 
aid of their Ityuts, Tim enormity of scale on which it would require to lie 
conducted* with its risks, and*—saddest difficulty of all,—want ol proper or 
reliable agents in the people* are IIlc opposing obstacle**—and tlie necc^ity 
of the Eyttt* being first freed trout present liability to the Muhujuna, with 
whom it b believed that all are actually inure or te^ in dcljf ! 

But when the intellect of civilized man can girdle the earth with n wiir,
